Kingston, Jamaica, June 8.—The 


American fleet Monday morning en- 
gaged the Spanish batteries defending 
the entrance of the harbor of Santiago 
de Cuba, and after a three hours' bom- 
bardment silenced nearly all the forts, 
destroyed several earthworks and ren- 
dered the Estrella and Cave batteries, 
the two principal fortifications, use- 
less. 


The fleet formed in double column, 


six miles off Morro Castle, at 6 o'clock 
in the morning, and steamed slowly 
3,000 yards off shore, the Brooklyn 
leading, followed by the Marblehead, 
Texas and Massachusetts, and turned 
westward. The second line, the New 
York leading, with the New Orleans, 
Yankee, Iowa and Oregon following, 
turned eastward. 
. The Vixen and Suwanee were far out 
on the left flank watching the riflemen 
on shore. The Dolphin and Porter did 
similar duty on the right flank. The 
line headed by the New York attacked 
the new earthworks near Morro Castle. 
The Brooklyn column took up a sta- 
tion opposite the Estrella and Cata- 
lina batteries and the new earthworks j 
along the shore. 
| 


The Spanish batteries remained si- 


lent. It is doubtful whether the Span- 
iards were able to determine the char- 
acter of the movement, owing to the 
dea»? iftg and heavy rain. Suddenly 
the Iowa, fired a 12 inch shell, which 
struck the base of the Estrella bat- 
tery and tore up the works. 


Instantly firing began from both col- 


umns, and a torrent of shells from the 
ships fell upon the Spanish works. 
The Spaniards replied promptly, but 
their shots went wide. Smoke settled 
around the ships in dense clouds, ren- 
dering accurate aiming difficult. There 
was no maneuvering of the fleet, the 
ships remaining at their original sta- 
tions and firing steadily. The squad- 
rons were so close in shore that it was 
difficult for the American gunners to 
reach the batteries on the hill tops, 
but their firing was excellent. 


Previous to the bombardment orders 


were issued to prevent firing on Morro 
Castle, as the American admiral had 
been informed that Lieutenant Hob- 
son and the other prisoners of the 
Merrimac are confined there. In spite 
o£ this, however, several stray shots 
damaged Morro Castle somewhat. 


Commodore 
Schley's 
line moved 


closer in shore, firing at shorter range. 
The Brooklyn and Texas caused a wild 
havoc among the Spanish shore bat- 
teries, quickly silencing them. While 
the larger ships were engaging the 
heavy batteries the Suwanee and the 
Vixen closed with the small in-shore 
battery opposite them, rainin'g rapid 
fire shots upon it and quickly placing 
the battery out of the fight- 


The Brooklyn closed to 800 yards, 


and then the destruction caused by her 
guns and those cf the Marblehead and 
Texas was really awful. In a few min- 
utes the woodwork of the Estrella fort 
was burning and the battery was si- 
lenced, firing no more during the en- 
gagement 


Eastward the New York and New 


Orleans silenced the Cave battery in 
quick order, and then shelled 
the 


earthworks located higher up. 


Later the practice was not so accu- 


rate, owing to the elevation of the 
guns. Many of the shells struck, how- 
ever, and the Spanish gunners retired. 


Shortly after 9 o'clock the firing 


ceased, the warships turning in order 
to permit the use of their port bat- 
teries. The firing was then resumed, 
and became a ions, reverberating crash 
of thunder, and the shells raked the 
Spanish batteries with terrible effect. 
Fire broke out in the Catalina fort 
and silenced the Spanish guns there. 


ADMIRAL SAMPSON'S REPORT. 


He Does 3vot Mention the Reported 


Landing of Troops. 


Washington, June 8.-—Shortly after 


7 o'clock last evening confirmation of 
the press dispatches concerning the 
bombardment of the fortifications of 
Fantingo reached the navy department. 
It came In the form of a cablegram 
from Admiral Sampson, which was 
made public in the following bulletin: 


"Bombarded forts at Santiago 7:30 


to 10 a. m. today, June 6. Silenced 
works quickly without injury of any 
kind, though within 2,000 yards." 


Only one additional point was elicit- 


ed in questioning. That was that the 
cablegram contained no information 
about the landing of either land forces 
or marines. 


It is pretty well understood that the 


bombardment was for the purpose of 
paving the way either for the landing 
of troops or actually to cover the land- 
ing of marines and the few troops pre- 
sumably already there.

Spanish sources indicate that a land- 
ing was effected either during or im- 
mediately 
after the

This is regarded by naval authorities 
as entirely reasonable. It is not be- 
lieved that Admiral Sampson, after 
having silenced the forts, would leave 
them to be rehabilitated by the enemy. 
It is deemed likely that he landed a 
sufficient force of marines to hold the 
ground he had gained and to make 
preparations for the landing of tha 
regular forces upon their arrival, If, in- 
deed, some of them are not already 
at hand. 


ADMIRAL CERVERA'S REPORT. 


Says That the Americans Fired Fif- 


teen Hundred Shells. 


Madrid, June 8.—The following of- 


ficial dispatch has been received from 
Admiral Cervera: 


"Six American vessels have bom- 


barded the fortifications at Santiago 
and along the adjacent coast. Six 
were killed and 17 wounded on board 
the Reino Mercedes. Three officers 
were killed and an officer and 17 men 
were wounded among the troops. 


"The Americans fired 1,500 shells ol 


different caliber. 
The damage in- 


flicted upon the batteries of La Socapa 
and Morro Castle was unimportant. 
The barracks at Morro Castle suffered 
damage. The enemy had noticeable 
losses." 


In the chamber of deputies Captain 


Aunon, minister of marine, read Ad- 
miral Cervera's dispatch and a dis- 
patch from General Blanco to the ef- 
fect that General Lenares had re- 
pulsed an American attempt to effect 
a landing of troops at Aguedores. The 
senate, after hearing Admiral Cer- 
vera's dispatch, unanimously resolved 
'to congratulate the army and navy.

me his sword, revolver and golden belt,, 
and a formal letter of surrender." 


An American naval captain writes a* 


follows: 
"In my opinion the rebels 


have undergone a. radical change since 
the arrival of Aguinaldo.

iards have lost all during the time he 
has been there, and if our people don't 
hurry there won't be any Spanish army 
left at the end of the fight."

GREAT DAMAGE INFLICTED. 


A Torrent of" Shells Fell Upon the 
Spanish Works, 


M A R I N E S MAY H A V E B E E N L A N D E D 


Kingston, 
Jamaica, June 
8.—The 
American fleet Monday morning en- 
gaged the Spanish batteries defending 
the entrance of the harbor of Santiago 
de Cuba, and after a three hours' bom- 
bardment silenced nearly all the forts, 
destroyed several earthworks and ren- 
dered the Estrella and Cave batteries, 
the two principal fortifications, use- 
lees. 


The fleet formed in double column, 
BIX miles off Morro Castle, at 6 o'clock 
in the morning, and steamed slowly 
3,000 yards off shore, the 
Brooklyn 
leading, followed by the Marblehead. 
Texas and Massachusetts, and turned 
westward. 
The second line, the New 
York leading, with the New Orleans, 
Yankee. Iowa and Oregon following, 
turned eastward. 


The Vixen and Suwanee w^ere far out 
on the left Hank watching the riflemen 
on shore. The Dolphin and Porter did 
similar duty on the right 
flank. 
Tho 
line headed by the New York attacked 
the new earthworks near Morro Castle. 
The Brooklyn column took up a sta- 
tion opposite the Estrella and Cata- 
llna batteries and the new earthworks 
along the shore. 


The Spanish batteries remained si- 
lent. It is doubtful whether the Span- 
iards were able to determine the char- 
acter of the movement, owing to tho 
dena^ 'fog and heavj^ rain. 
Suddenly 
the Iowa fired a 12 inch shell, which 
struck the base of the Estrella bat- 
tery and tore up the works. 


Instantly firing began from both col- 
umns, and a torrent of shells from the 
ships fell upon the Spanish works. 
The Spaniards replied promptly, but 
their shots went wide. 
Smoke settled 
around the ships In dense clouds, ren- 
dering accurate aiming difilcult. There 
was no maneuvering of the fleet, the 
ships remaining at their original sta- 
tions and firing steadily. 
The squad- 
rons were BO close in shore that it was 
diilicult for the American gunners to 
reach the batteries on the hill tops, 
but their firing was excellent. 


Previous to the bombardment orders 
were Issued to prevent firing on Morro 
Castle, as the American admiral had 
been informed that Lieutenant Hob- 
son and tho other 
prisoners of the 
Merrimac are confined there. 
In spite 
of this, however, soveral stray shots 
damaged Morro Castle somewhat. 


Commodore 
Schley's 
line 
moved 
closer in shore, firing at shorter range. 
The Brooklyn and Texas caused a wild 
havoc among the Spanish shore bat- 
teries. quickly silencing them. 
While 
the larger ships were engaging tho 
heavy batteries the Suwanee and the 
Vixen closed with the small in-shore 
battery opposite them, raining rapid 
fire shots upon it and quickly placing 
tho battery out of tho fight. 


Tho Brooklyn closed to 800 yards, 
and then tlie destruction caused by her 
guns and those of the Marblehead and 
Texas was really awful. In a few min- 
utes the woodwork of the Estrella fort 
was burning and tho Ijattery was si- 
lenced, firing no more during tho en- 
gagement. 


Eastward tho Now York and New 
Orleans slloncod tho Cave battery in 
quick 
order, and 
then 
shelled 
the 
earthworks located higher up. 


Later the practice v/as not so accu- 
rate, owing to the elevation of the 
guns. Many of the shells struck, how- 
ever, and the Spanish gunners retired. 


Shortly after 9 o'clock 
the 
firing 
ceasod, the waz'ships turning in order 
to permit tho use of their port bat- 
teries. 
The firing was then resumed, 
and became a long, reverberating crash 
of thunder, and the shells raked the 
Spanish batteries with terrible effect. 
Fire broke out in the Catallna fort 
and silenced the Spanish guns there. 


The firing of tho fieet continued un- 
til 10 o'clock, when the Spanish fire 
ceased entirely 
and Rear 
Admiral 
Sampson hoisted the "cease firing" sig- 
nal.

Generally the fire of the fleet wa» • 
very destructive. 
Many of the earth-^ 
works were knocked to pieces and the 
Bstralla 
and 
Catallna. 
fortitloatloiU' 


were so damaged that it is questioned 
whether they will ever be able to re- 
new any effective work during the 
war. 


After the fleet had retired the Span- 
iards returned to some of their guns 
and sent 12 shells after the fieet, but 
no one was injured. 
One large shell 
fell close to the collier Justin. 


Throughout 
the 
engagement 
no 
American ship was hit and no Ameri- 
can was injured.

Ho Does 2vot Mention tlio Reported 
L a n d i n g orTroo7>s. 
Washington, June S.—Shortly after 
7 o'clock last evening confirmation of 
the press dispatches concerning the 
bombardment of the foi'tifioations of 
fnntiaso reachcd the navy department. 
It came In the form of a cablegram 
from Admiral Sampson, which 
wa^ 
made public in the following bulletin: 
"Bombarded forts at Santiago 7:30 
to 10 a. m. today, Juno 6. 
Silenced 
works quickly without Injury of any 
kind, though within 2,000 yards," 


Only one additional point was elicit- 
ed in questioning. 
That was that tho 
cablegram contained no Information 
about the landing of either land forces 
or marines. 


It is pretty well understood that the 
bombardment was for the purpose of 
paving the way either for the landing 
of troops or actually to cover the land- 
ing of marines and the few troops pre- 
sumably already there.

from 
Spanish sources indicate that a land- 
ing was effected either during or im- 
mediately 
after 
the 
bombardment 
This is regarded by naval authorities 
as entirely reasonable. 
It is not be- 
lieved that Admiral Sampson, after 
having silenced the forts, would leave 
them to be rehabilitated by the enemy. 
It is deemed likely that he landed a 
sufllclent force of marines to hold the 
ground he had gained and to make 
preparations for the landing of the 
regular forces upon their arrival. If, In- 
deed, some of them are not already 
at hand,

Says That tho Americans Fired Flf- 
teon Hundred SlioUs. 
Madrid, June 8.—The following of- 
flclal dispatch has been received from 
Admiral Cervera: 


"Six American vessels have bom- 
barded the fortifications at Santiago 
and 
along the 
adjacent coast. 
Six 
were killed and 17 wounded on board 
the Reino 
Mercedes. 
Three officerà 
were killed and an officer and 17 men 
were wounded among the troops. 


"The Americans fired 1,500 shells of 
different caliber. 
The 
damage 
in- 
flicted upon the batteries of La Socapa 
and Morro Castle was unimportant. 
The barracks at Morro Castle suffered 
damage. 
The enemy had noticeablQ 
losses," 


In tho chamber of deputies Captain 
Aunon, minister of marine, read Ad- 
miral Cervei'a's dispatch and a dis- 
patch from General Blanco to the ef- 
fect that General Leñares had re- 
pulsed an American attempt to effect 
a landing of troops at Aguedores, Thfi 
senate, 
after hearing Admiral 
Cer- 
vera'3 dispatch, unanimously resolved 
congratulate the army and navy.

San Francisco, June 8.—Amòncr the 
passengers who arrived on the Belgio 
yesterday from Hong Kong wore four 
men who participated in the flffht ot 
Manila on May 1. They are Paymaster 
G. A. Loud, of the diswatch boat Mc- 
Culloch; Dr. Charles P. I^lndleberger, 
surgeon of the Olympia; Ralph Phelps, 
secretary to the captain of the Mc- 
CullDch, and J. C. Evans, gunner of the 
Boston. Dr. Kindleberger and Gunner 
Evans are going home on account of 
expiration of their sea service. 
Pay- 
master Loud and Mr, Phelps are here 
on business. 
They all speak of tho 
valor and determination of their op- 
ponents in the battle of Manila, 
They 
say that the Spaniards fought bravely, 
even after the last vestige of hope had 
gone, and stayed by theh' guns as long 
as they could be used. Both Dr. "Kind- 
leberger and Gunner Evans had been 
ordered 
home 
before the 
battle of 
Manila, but when they leaVned that a 
battle was imminent they asked and 
obtained permission to remain with the 
fleet.

United States cruiser Buffalo, formerly 
the Nictheroy. of the Brazilian navy, 
arrived at Old Point yesterday after- 
noon from Rio Janeiro. 
She is de- 
tained at quarantine, and no one is 
allowed to eo on board. 
She 
prob- 
ably wUl be fumigated belQre being 


released from quarantine. 
The Buffalo 
was convoyed a part of the way from 
Rio by the battleship Oregon and th»^ 
gunboat 
Marietta. 
She left 
them a 
short time after her departure, how- 
ever, and came through to Newport 
News without enterinrf-ia'ny port. 
The 
vessel is not yet actually on the United 
States naval lists. 
She has been ac- 
quired 
subject to 
certain 
conditions 
that doubtless will be strictly fulfilled

Buffalo was not obliged to make a de-

Sampson's Antliorlty Siiprome. 


Washington. June S.—The extent of 
Admiral Samnson's attack on the de- 
fenses of 
Santlaffo has 
brought 
out 
one fact very clearly, namely, that he 
has practically unlimited power as to 
the time and character of an 
attack 
and is unhampered by restrictions from 
Washington. 
The exact nature of his 
orders has never been made public, but 
a naval officer In a position to know 
what 
they 
are 
said 
that 
Admiral 
Sampson had greater power conferred 
upon him than had ever been given to 
any commander-in-chief. 
It was for 
him to decide on the time for an at- 
tack. and the place and manner of Its 
execution.

William J . Bryan Will Command tho

Washington, June 8.—rDlspatcheafrom 
Santiago, via Port au Prince, Haytl, on 
Wednesday 
of 
last week, 
indicated 
an intention on the part of Commodore 
Schley to co-operate with General Oar- 
cla's Insurgent army for the occupa- 
tion of Santiago, 
A letter from Secre- 
tary Alger to Speaker Reed shows that 
the plan of campaign is to send 70,000 
men to Cuba and also to send an army 
to Porto Rico, as well as the Philip- 
pines. 
A bill was Introduced In the 
national house that will enable soldlrra 
to 
vote 
In 
conffressional 
elections, 
wherever they may be. 
E. L. Thomp- 
son, a volunteer of the F i f t h Maryland, 
was drowned while bathing at Chick- 
amauga Park. 
Governor Holcomb, of 
Nebraska, announced that he will ap- 
point Hon. William J. Bryan 
colonel 
of the Third Nebraska volunteers, and 
Bryan announced that he would 
ac- 
cept. 
Fred D. Grant, son of the great 
general, was sworn in at Chlckamauga 
as a brigadier general, the oath being 
administered by George A. Harris, an 
ex-Confederate. 
There was g-eat en- 
thusiasm. 


Aside from 
the detailed 
story 
of 
Schley's 
bombardment 
of 
Santiago 
forts the dispatches of Thursday added 
little to the war nov;s, Domingo Men- 
des? Capote, vice president of the Cu- 
ban republic, arrjved in New York, and 
in an interview fli'clared there are 30,- 
000 men, fully armed and equipped, in 
the Cuban army, and 20,000 more armed 
with machetes. 
All the dispatches tell 
of the dreadful destitution in Santiago. 
Soldiers at San Francisco who cannot 
be sent to Manila are hoping for Ha- 
waiian annexation and that they may 
be sent to Honolulu. 
'*Teddy" Roose- 
velt's cavalry I'egiment of rough 
riders 
arrived at Tampa» 


Last Friday night there was a ban- 
quet in London which was tendered by 
eminent 
Englishmen 
to 
prominent 
members of the American colonv. 
The 
banqueters wore *'the flag of the fu- 
ture," the Stars and Stripes and the 
Union Jack blended, on coats of arms, 
and the speeches of the Britons were 
all highly eulogistic of our Institutions, 
Sir Frederick pollock 
predicted 
that 
there would be "one fleet under 
two 
flags to keep the peace of the world." 
Further reports came from Commodore 
Schley of his recent reconnoisance at 
Santiago, showing that he -had Inflicted 
considerable damage on the fortifica- 
tions, while our ships were wholly un- 
injured, the Spanish imitation of gun- 
nery approaching the ridiculous. 
The 
censorship at southern coast points has 
grown more rigid, and not a line re- 
garding the movement of troops can 
be sent out, indicating that the trans- 
portation of troops to Cuba and Porto 
lilco is rapidly progressing. 
In 
the 
house a bill was favorably reported to 
permit the volunteers to vote in con^ 
gressional elections, wherever they may 
be. 
Finally, early Saturday morning, 
came a brief report of the marvelous 
achievement of Lieutenant Hobson and 
his seven brave volunteers at Santiago. 
This was the only great event reported 
in Saturday's dispatches. 


Sunday s dijspatches brought the de- 
tallt» of Ligutenant^IiobjRuiila ^ r v e l o u s 


exhiU'tîon of herclsm at Santiago. 
A 
letter made public which had been pur- 
loinetl from the rooms of Lieutenant 
Carranza, late Spanish naval 
attache 
at Washington, and now in Montreal, 
shows that Carranza is at the head 
of a Spanish spy syptem. 
Efforts were 
taken by our government to have Car- 
ranza expelled from Canada, but thí» 
Spaniard denied that the letter as pub- 
liphed was written by him. 
He denied 
complicity with the spy svstem. 
and 
saUl the letter had been garbled to suit 
the United 
States government. 
Still 
later Detective Kellert was honorably 
dipi'harged after a hearing at Montreal 
on the charge of stealing this identical 
Ipttor. Kellert at once brought suit for

and 
Carranza and Senor Du Bosc were ai^ 
rested and gave 
bail for a hearing. 
They cannot now leave Canada without 
sacrificing this ball. The Spanish press

I complied. 


"The first engaffcment we had with 
the 
Spaniards 
occurred 
on 
May 28, 
when we captured 19, with their arms 
and ammunition. 
Toward evening w*» 
hemmed them In. 
One hundred 
and 
ninety Cazadores and 70 loyal native» 
participated. 
We lost four killed. 
The 
Spaniards lost 16 killed» mcludlng- one 
ofilcer. The result of this engagement 
was 
that 
fighting 
became 
general 
throughout the province of Cavite. Af-*- 
ter four days' fighting over 2,000 Span-^ 
lards were taken prisoners, Includingj 
many ofilcers and General 
Leopoldo 
Pena, governor of Cavite, who handed 
me his sword, revolver and golden bait, 
and a formal letter of surrender." 


An American naval captain writes a* 
follows: 
"In 
my 
opinion 
the 
rebpU 
have undergone a radical change since 
the arrival of Agulnaldo. 
The Span- 
lards have lost all during the time he 
has been there, and if our people don't 
hurry there won't be any Spanish army 
left at the end of the 
fight." 


The American ships have taken 
no 
part in the 
fighting. 
Neither boats nor 
men have been landed, and statements 
to the contrary are false, 
Dispatches 
from Manila say 
that 
Agplnaldo 
u 
doing splendid work. 
Monday of last 
week he routed the Spaniards, taking 
400 prisoners, among them 28 officers. 
On the Wednesday following he took 
50 prisoners and four fiefd pieces In a 
battle at a point between Cavite and 
Manila. 


On Thursday, when this dispatch Ifft 
Manila, he had cornered 150 Spaniards 
in an old church at Cavite, and, not 
caring to bombard, he was 
starvJne 
them. 
He treats his prisoners w«-n 
Pour towns are now in nossesslon of 
the rebels. It is reported that the gov- 
ernor general of tho Philippines want- 
ed to surrender, but his ofilcers prevail- 
ed upon him to hold out. 
The caplM' 
of the province of Batanagas has bt^n 
taken by the insurgents, and the gov- 
ernor attempted to commit suicide. The 
governor of Malabar is also a prisoner. 
The insurgents from other provin. e» 
are advancing on Manila. 


A proclamation issued by Agulnaldo. 
the Insurgent chief, points to a de&ir* 
to set up a native administration in ine 
Philippines under an American prott^» - 
torate. 
Agumaldo, 
with an 
advisory 
council, 
\\ould 
hold the 
dictatorsinp 
until the conQuest of the islands and 
would then establish a republican a.»- 
sembly. 
Agulnaldo has Issued order» 
that the lives and property of Burvj- 
peans, Chinese and all Spanish 
n^u- 
combatants are to be protected, 
aud 
that all excesses are to be avoided.

Mrs. Sheely refused to 
appear or even to get out of bed,so the 
constable, it is alleged, placed her un- 
der arrest while in bed. 
She was 
fi- 
nally induced to dress herself, and to 
gether with Bloomstock and Claybaugh 
they accompanied the constable to the 
office of Justice Snyder. 


A hearing was given them and they 
were about to 
be 
committed, 
wher 
Bloomstock begged not be sent to jail 
at Gettysburg but, instead, direct to 
jail at Frederick, being willing to go 
without requisition. 
They were then 
taken before a ifquire at Emmitsburg 
for the purpose of committing them to 
jail at Frederick, and it was before this 
Squire that the rascals gave each other 
iheir true character. 


Claybaugh, desiring to get fee, turn- 
ed Stale's evidence and charged Bloom- 
stock and Mrs, Sheely with doing the 
stealing, and also charged Bloomstock 
with robbing the corner stones of sev- 
eral churches, adding that Bloomstock 
^'didn't get a d — d 
cent for his trou- 
ble." 
In return Bloomstock and Mrs. 
Sheely charged that Claybaugh did the 
work. 


It really looks as if the 
Frederick 
jail now holds the corner stone vandals, 
and it is to be hoped that at all events 
Frederick county will see that they are 
well cared for. 
They have 
been of 
much annoyance to 
Littlestown and 
the vicinity in Germany township in 
which Ihey have lately resided.—Inde-

BETRAYED HER COUNTRY 


AN EXECRATED CUBAN WOMAN WHO 


WAS WEYLER'S SPY. 


Nina Diaz Sacrificed Her Frlendi, Her 


Belatlves and Her Native Land for 
Love of a SpauUh Offlcer—Some of Her 
Daring Exploit*-Not a Pleasant Story. 
Cuban women have run the gamut 


of misery and suffering for their be- 
loved island. But here is the story 
of a Cuban woman who sacrificed her 
friends, her relatives and her country 
for her Spanish lover. 


It is not a pleasant story—this of 


Nina Diaz, the beautiful, fascinating, 
unscrupulous spy of the bloody Wey- 
'ler's regime. 
Well for the fair name 


of Cuban women that there are no 
other stories like it. Through her in- 
fatuation for a Spanish officer she be- 


• came the tool of "the butcher," and 


the moral responsibility of many of 
the atrocities committed by the mon- 
ster general may be laid at the door 
of this traitress to her country. 


Nina Diaz is the daughter of Felix 


Diaz, who owned a small tobacco plan- 
tation near Santiago, Cuba. 
Diaz 


earned a comfortable income from his 
ranch, but when the struggle for inde- 
pendence began lie left his plantation, 
and with his two sons joined the army 
of General Capote. 


Nina and her mother left their home 


at the same time, and went to Havana 
to live. 


Nina was a typical Cuban beauty, 


dazzling, voluptuous and enticing. 


When a daughter of the tropics 


loves, it is with her whole heart and 
soul. Nina fell in love with a member 
of Weyler's staff, a young lieutenant 
of infantry, who had just been as- 
signed to the Spanish secret service in 
Havana. 


Weyler wanted some women spies. 


It was his theory that a shrewd wom- 
an was the best possible spy if she 
conducted her campaign on a love 
basis. 
To this end he urged the 


young officers about him to make use 
of their sweethearts to discover the 
plans of the insurgents. 


The lover of Nina Diaz persuaded 


her to join the Spanish secret service, 
and throw all the force of her beauty, 
cleverness, and magnetism against her 
native country.. 


Nina's beauty and intelligence soon 


attracted attention, and she became 
popular with 
Americans and Cu- 


bans. On steamer days Miss Diaz 
made her promenades upon the wharf 
or upon the decks of outgoing vessels. 
In this way she met any number of 
people, and secured most valuable in- 
formation, which, through her lover, 
was imparted to Weyler. 


Nina Diaz's success was so signal 


in Havana that Weyler decided to 
send her into the provinces to report 
the movements of the rebels. 


Her first venture was in Santiago, 


near her old home. 
Disguised as a 


poor girl, she went about with a small 
book begging for contributions for the 
sick and wounded of the insurgent 
army. 


Hundreds of arrests followed. Fam- 


ilies were broken up, unhappy moth- 
ers and children were thrust into pri- 
son, a trail of misery and-suffering 
and death marked the path of this 
beautiful, cruel spy. 


One day Nina was caught by a Cu- 


ban picket in communication with a 
Spanish officer. 
The spy and the 


Spaniard were captured, and brought 
before tbe chief of the insurgents. 


Nina's cleverness and sang-froid did 


not deserf her. 
She informed her 


captors that she was the daughter of 
Felix Diaz, a Cutan insurgent, who 
was known to be in the neighborhood. 
She was on her way to visit her father, 
she declared, when the Spaniard had 
captured her, and 
endeavored by 


bribes and threats to make her reveal 
the camp of tbe insurgents. 


The story was not credited at first, 


but the insurgents sent for her father 
and brothers, and on their arrival she 
was released. 


At dusk that evening Nina escaped 


and reached the Spanish lines. Using 
the information she carried them, the 
Spaniards next morning attacked the 
insurgents, and a fearful slaughter 
ensued. 


By Cubans the name of Nina Diaz 


is execrated. 


But Weyler declared of her that she 


was the only loyal Cuban on the 
.island.

tain Rhenish town received a large 
parcel a few days ago containing six 
boxes of cigars, accompanied by tbe 
following note: "We beg leave to 
send yon six boxes of our excellent 
cigars.

STRANGE CONFESSIONS. 


Men Who Have Conf«*»ed to Crime 


Which They Never Committed. 


That a man on the rack, with every 


nerve quivering, with every nerve 
drawn to its utmost tension, with the 
pain increasing in intensity and vio- 
lence, should confess himself the per- 
petrator of crime is natural enough. 
The prospect of relief from actual pain 
is a temptation that binds the suffer to 
the'future. 
But it may seem strange, 


and is indeed one of the most inexplic- 
able things in human history, that men 
have been induced by religious exhor- 
tations and other means of persuasion 
to sign their own death warrants by 
confessing crimes actually never com- 
mitted. 
Such in England was the 


case of John Perry, executed near 
Campden in 1661, with his mother and 
brother, for murdering William Har- 
rison, steward for Lady Hampden. 
The testimony against them was chief- 
ly the confession of John Perry him- 
self, but, to the astonishment of all, 
Harrison, who had been kidnaped and 
carried off, returned two years after 
the execution. 


In 1812 a rn#n named Russell Col- 


vin, living at Manchester, Vt., dis- 
appeared, and suspicions of foul play 
were entertained. Public opinion at- 
tributed his murder to Stephen and 
Jesse Boorn. Still, as there was no 
definite ground on which to arrest 
them, the excitement gradually drew 
away. In 1818, however, a Mr. Boorn 
dreamed that he had been murdered 
by two men, whom he fixed upon as 
his nephews, Stephen and Jesse. The 
ghost of the murdered man even speci- 
fied the place of the murder and the 
old cellar hole where the mangled 
body had been thrust. Here a knife 
and buttons were found, which were 
identified as belonging to Colvin. On 
this the men were arrested. 
Stephen 


and Colvin had quarreled just before 
the disappearance of the latter, and 
Stephen had been seen to strike him 
with a club and knock him down. 


In a short time Jesse confessed that 


he and Stephen, with their father, 
after Stephen knocked him down, had 
carried him to the old cellar and cut 
his throat with a jack-knife. He fur- 
ther stated that the next year they 
made away with most of the bones oi 
their victim. Stephen, after a time, 
admitted the truth of Jesse's confes- 
sion. On this they were convicted 
and sentenced to be hanged on the 
28th of January, 1820. 
They applied 


for commutation of the 
sentence, 


and, as some believed their innocence, 
advertisements were inserted in vari- 
ous papers for Colvin. Not long after- 
ward a letter appeared in the New 
York Evening Post, signed by a Mr. 
Chadwick,and dated Shrewsbury, N. J., 
December 6, 1819, stating that a 
slightly deranged man named Russell 
Colvin had been there five years be- 
fore. This was generally looked upon 
as a hoax, but Jas. AVhelpley of New 
York, who knew Colvin, resolved to 
follow up the clue, and actually found 
Colvin at the house of William Pol- 
hemus, at Dover, N. J., where he had 
been since April, 1813. 


Mr. Wbelpley took him to New 


Ybrk, the common council gave him 
means to proceed to Vermont, and he 
arrived at Manchester on the 22d day 
of December. 


The whole place was in a state oi 


wild excitement. 
People gathered w 


from all the surrounding country 
see the dead alive. A cannon was 
brought out, and Colvin was saluted 
with a discharge of cannon and small 
arms, Stephen Boorn firing the first 
piece.

California—noted for the vaiiety and 
quantity of their products—cannot 
approach the soil of Cuba in this re- 
spect. 
With its mild climate, its ex- 


uberant vegetation, and the eagerness 
of the earth to respond to the slight- 
est efforts in the way of culture, Cuba 
offers an ideal home for the man in 
love with the agricultural liie. 


The commerce of Cuba, even under 


the blighting rule of the Spaniard, 
has been great. In 1893, before the 
curse of war fell on the island, Cuba 
exported 718,204 tons of sugar, and 
produced 815,894 tons.

These are only the main exports. 
They show what may be clone with the 
exhaustless soil and climate of the is- 
land, when its people were in a condi- 
tion of virtual slavery, at a time when 
chattel slavery had been abolished 
only seven years. 
It is an axiom of 


economic science that free labor is in- 
definitely more productive than slave 
labor, and the industiial growth of 
the United States is an example of the 
expansion of industry when enterprise 
is unhampered by the curse of slavery, 
and by foreign political interference. 
Cuba's chief industries were growing 
in spite of the drain upon her before 
the present war began, for in 1894 her 
total production of sugar wasl,054,214 
tons, an increase of 238,320 tons over 
the preceding year.

BETRAYED HER COUNTRY 


AN EXECRATED CUBAN WOMAN WHO 


WAS WEYLER'S SPY. 


Nina Diaz Sacrificed Her Friend*, Her 


Relative* and Her Native IJMH! for 
Love of a Spanish Officer-Some of Her 
Daring Exploit*-Not a Pleasant Story. 
Cuban women have run the gamut 


of misery and suffering for their be- 
loved island. But here is the story 
of a Cuban woman who sacrificed her 
friends, her relatives and her country 
for her Spanish lover. 


It is not a pleasant story—this of 


Nina Diaz, the beautiful, fascinating, 
unscrupulous spy of the bloody Wey- 
'ler's regime. Well for the fair name 
of Cuban women that there are no 
other stories like it. Through her in- 
fatuation for a Spanish officer she be- 


> came the tool of "the butcher," and 


the moral responsibility of many of 
the atrocities committed by the mon- 
ster general may be laid at the door 
of this traitress to her country. 


Nina Diaz is the daughter of Felix 


Diaz, who owned a small tobacco plan- 
tation near Santiago, Cuba. 
Diaz 


earned a comfortable income from his 
ranch, but when the struggle for inde- 
pendence began lie left his plantation, 
and with his two sons joined the army 
of General Capote. 


Nina and her mother left their home 


at the same time, and went to Havana 
to live. 


Nina was a typical Cuban beauty, 


dazzling, voluptuous and enticing. 


When a daughter of the tropics 


loves, it is with her whole heart and 
soul. Nina fell in love with a member 
of Weyler's staff, a young lieutenant 
of infantry, who had just been as- 
signed to the Spanish secret service in 
Havana. 


Weyler wanted some women spies. 


It was his theory that a shrewd wom- 
an was the best possible spy if she 
conducted her campaign on a love 
basis. 
To this end he urged the 


young officers about him to make use 
of their sweethearts to discover the 
plans of the insurgents. 


The lover of Nina Diaz persuaded 


her to join the Spanish secret service, 
and throw all the force of her beauty, 
cleverness, and magnetism against her 
native country.. 


Nina's beauty and intelligence soon 


attracted attention, and she became 
popular with 
Americans and Cu- 


bans. 
On steamer days Miss Diaz 


made her promenades upon the wharf 
or upon the decks of outgoing vessels. 
In this way she met any number of 
people, and secured most valuable in- 
formation, which, through her lover, 
was imparted to Weyler. 


Nina Diaz's success was so signal 


in Havana that Weyler decided to 
send her into the provinces to report 
the movements of the rebels. 


Her first venture was in Santiago, 


near her old home. 
Disguised as a 


poor girl, she went about with a small 
book begging for contributions for the 
sick and wounded of the insurgent 
army. 


Hundreds of arrests followed. Fam- 


ilies were broken up, unhappy moth- 
ers and children were thrust into pri- 
son, a trail of misery and-'suffering 
and death marked the path of this 
beautiful, cruel spy. 


One day Nina was caught by a Cu- 


ban picket in communication with a 
Spanish officer. 
The spy and the 


Spaniard were captured, and brought 
before the chief of the insurgents. 


Nina's cleverness and sang-froid did 


not deserf) her. 
She informed her 


captors that she was the daughter of 
Felix Diaz, a Cubtra insurgent, who 
was known to be in the neighborhood. 
She was on her way to visit her father, 
she declared, when the Spaniard had 
captured her, and 
endeavored by 


bribes and threats to make her reveal 
the camp of the insurgents. 


The story was not credited at first, 


but the insurgents sent for her father 
and brothers, and on their arrival she 
was released. 


At dnsk that evening Nina escaped 


and reached the Spanish lines. Using 
the information she carried them, the 
Spaniards next morning attacked the 
insurgents, and a fearful slaughter 
ensued. 


By Cubans the name of Nina Diaz 


is execrated. 


But Weyler declared of her that she 


was the only loyal Cuban on the 
. island.

STRANGE CONFESSIONS. 


Men Who Have Coufonged to Crime 


Which They Never Committed. 


That a man on the rack, with everj 


nerve quivering, with every nerve 
drawn to its utmost tension, with the 
pain increasing in intensity and vio- 
lence, should confess himself the per- 
petrator of crime is natural enough. 
The prospect of relief from actual pain 
is a temptation that binds the suffer to 
the'future. 
But it may seem strange, 


and is indeed one of the most inexplic- 
able things in human history, that men 
have been induced by religious exhor- 
tations and other means of persuasion 
to sign their own death warrants by 
confessing crimes actually never com- 
mitted. Such in England was the 
case of John Perry, executed near 
Campden in 1661, with his mother and 
brother, for murdering William Har- 
rison, steward for Lady Hampden. 
The testimony against them was chief- 
ly the confession of John Perry hini- 
self, but, to the astonishment of all, 
Harrison, who had been kidnaped and 
carried off, returned two years after 
the execution. 


In 1812 a man named Kussell Col- 


vin, living at Manchester, Vt., dis- 
appeared, and suspicions of foul play 
were entertained. Public opinion at- 
tributed his murder to Stephen and 
Jesse Boorn. Still, as there was no 
definite ground on which to arrest 
them, the excitement gradually drew 
away. In 1818, however, a Mr. Boorn 
dreamed that he had been murdered 
by two men, whom he fixed upon as 
his nephews, Stephen and Jesse. The 
ghost of the murdered man even speci- 
fied the place of the murder and the 
old cellar hole where the mangled 
body had been thrust. 
Here a knife 


and buttons were found, which were 
identified as belonging to Colvin. 
On 


this the men were arrested. 
Stephen 


and Colvin had quarreled just before 
the disappearance of the latter, and 
Stephen had been seen to strike him 
with a club and knock him down. 


In a short time Jesse confessed that 


he and Stephen, with their father, 
after Stephen knocked him down, had 
carried him to the old cellar and cut 
his throat with a jack-knife. He fur- 
ther stated that the next year they 
made away with most of the bones of 
their victim. Stephen, after a time, 
admitted the truth of Jesse's confes- 
sion. On this they were convicted 
and sentenced to be hanged on the 
28th of January, 1820. 
They applied 


for commutation of the 
sentence, 


and, as some believed their innocence, 
advertisements were inserted in vari- 
ous papers for Colvin. Not long after- 
ward a letter appeared in the New 
York Evening Post, signed by a Mr. 
Chadwick,and dated Shrewsbury, N. J., 
December 6, 1819, -stating that a 
slightly deranged man named Kussell 
Colvin had been there five years be- 
fore. This was generally looked upon 
as a hoax, but Jas. Whelpley of New 
York, who knew Colvin, resolved to 
follow up the clue, and actually found 
Colvin at the house of William Pol- 
hemns, at Dover, N. J., where he had 
been since April, 1813. 


Mr. Wbelpley took him to New 


Ybrk, the common council gave him 
means to proceed to Vermont, and he 
arrived at Manchester on the 22d day 
of December. 


The whole place was in a state ol 


wild excitement. 
People gathered in 


from all the surrounding country tc 
see the dead alive. A cannon was 
brought out, and Colvin was saluted 
with a discharge of cannon and small 
arms, Stephen Boorn firing the first 
piece. There was much discussion, 
some attributing it to the effect of im- 
prisonment, a general sort of panic, 
terror, and others to the injudicious 
advice and exhortations of a clergy- 
man.

HER PROSPECTS FOR PROSPERITY 


WHEN A LASTING PEACE COMES. 


Cost of a London Fog. 


Figures taken from an official source 


show that the excess in the day's gas 
bill, after a day's continuous dense 
Tog in London, would represent the 
supply of a town with from 10,000 to 
20,000 inhabitants for a whole year. 
The total consumption on one foggy 
day was 150,000,000 cubic feet, the 
excess in the output by the Gas Light 
& Coke company alone being 35,000, 
000 cubic feet. 
The total cost of the 


gas consumed was £24,000, of which 
about £8000 was due to the fog. In 
addition there must be added the cost 
of electricity, oil, etc., and the loss ol 
business by stoppage of traffic and 
lack of custom is a serious matter foi 
the West End shopkeepers. 


That there is other loss than the 


mere worldly one is demonstrated Irs 
a spiritualist, who gives striking tes- 
timony that London fog interferes 
terribly with the manifestations to tht 
faithful. „ The lady spiritualist relate:

not Approach the Soil of Cubu In Vcr- 
tlllty-The Mineral Wealth of the la- 
laiid—It Is an Agricultural 1'urudltie. 
Now that Cuba is assured of her 


freedom, it may be interesting to iu- 
quire iuto the resources of the coun- 
try, and ask what may be her pros- 
pects for prosperity when she is no 
longer restrained and overtaxed by the 
greedy government of Spain. 
The 


area of Cuba is about 42,000 Bquare 
miles. 
Its greatest length is 7CO 


miles, and its breadth ranges from 20 
to 135 miles. 
Perhaps there is no 


space of earth the equal iu size to 
Cuba that can begin to compare with 
her in the production of those things 
that are useful to man. 
Autouio y 


Morales, a noted authority, has pre- 
pared a table showing the variety and 
quantities of the staples tlmt can be 
raised on a tract of thirty-three acres 
in Cuba. 
A farm of that size in one 


year produces thousands of pounds of 
sugar, coffee, tobacco, cacao (choco- 
late), cotton, indigo, rice, sage, bananas 
and yucca. 
The choicest lands in 


California—noted for the variety and 
quantity of their products—cannot 
approach the soil of Cuba in this re- 
spect. 
With its mild climate, its ex- 


uberant vegetation, and the eagerness 
of the earth to respond to the slight- 
est efforts in the way of culture, Cuba 
offers an ideal home for the man in 
love with the agricultural lii'e. 


The commerce of Cuba, even under 


the blighting rule of the Spaniard, 
has been great. In 1893, before the 
curse cf war fell on the island, Cuba 
exported 718,204 tons of sugar, and 
produced 315,894 tons. 
Its exports 


of molasses to the United States alone 
In that year were 7654 hogsheads. Of 
rum the exports were 9308 pipes. In 
1893 the Cuban exports of leaf tobacco 
were 227,865 bales. 
Of manufactured 


cigars 147,365,000 were exported, and 
of cigarettes 39.581,493 packages. 
These are only the main exports. 
They show what may be done with the 
exhaustless soil and climate of the is- 
land, when its people were in a condi- 
tion of virtual slavery, at a time when 
chattel slavery had been abolished 
only seven years. 
It is an axiom of 


economic science that free labor is in- 
definitely more productive than slave 
labor, and the industrial growth of 
the United States is an example of the 
expansion of industry when enterprise 
is unhampered by the curse of slavery, 
and by foreign political interference. 
Cuba's chief industries were growing 
in spite of the drain upon her before 
the present war began, for in 1894 her 
total production of sugar was 1,054,214 
tons, an increase of 238,320 tons over 
the preceding year. 


The natural resources of Cuba are 


infinite, one may say, in variety. Of 
her area only 10 per cent, is under 
cultivation, 7 percent, is not reclaimed, 
and 4 per cent, is under forests. Great 
tracts of the island are practically un- 
explored. 
She had in 1894 a popula- 


tion of a little more than 1,500,000. 
Of these nearly one-third have been 
starved to death during the present 
war. Cuba could support in plenty a 
population of 10,000,000. 
Her for- 


ests are stocked with the finest wood 
in the world—wood, several species of 
which are as hard as iron, turning the 
edge of the axe, and remaining imper- 
ishable under water. There are found 
woods invaluable for the dye industry, 
ebony, cedar, fustic, lancewood, ma- 
hogany, rosewood, jocnma, acana and 
many others. There are fifty varie- 
ties of palm. 
Her fruits are valuable 


and little cultivated. 
The climate is 


admirably suited for the olive; and the 
orange, the lemon, the pineapple and 
the banana are indigenous. 


The mineral resources of the island 


are great, yek the mineral industries 
are in their infancy. 
Almost ail the 


metals are found in Cuba. There are 
gold, silver, mercury, copper, lead, 
and all the forms of asphaltum; anti- 
mony, magnesia, copperas, gypsum, 
red lead, ochre, salt, arsenic, talc and 
many others. Copper is abnudant in 
all the metamorphic rocks of Cuba. It 
is true that coal is yet undiscovered, 
but under a free republic capital would 
flow into the island, and there is no 
doubt that true coal would soon be 
found to replace the bitumen that is 
now used, and which is found in springs 
and mines in great quantities. 


Cuba is rich iu marble, 


limited. Cuba, with her grand natural 
pastures, was just beginning to raise 
fine Durham and Devonshire stock 
when the ten-year war desolated the 
country, and put a stop to the indus- 
try. 
The millions of acres of free 


land iu Cuba are ready for the agricul- 
turist, the cattle, sheep and hog raiser, 
the cotton and fruit grower, the miner 
and the reducing plant, and even foi 
the silk grower and manufacturer. 
The mulberry tree grows to perfection 
in the island. 
Silkworms, according 


to Dr. Auber, are more prolific aud 
productive iu Cuba, than in any other 
country on the face of the globe. Here 
is a laud prepared to yield up utilities 
that will add immeasurably to the 
happiness of the world; waiting to 
blossom into a garden, and to swarm 
with population; to develop almost 
every art of peace; to be converted 
into au industrial microcosm in the 
macrocosm of the world at large. 
Cuba is waiting the hour when the 
capitalist, assured of peace and unin- 
terrupted growth, may safely enter 
and reap the harvest which nature has 
prepared for man in the misruled, 
throttled and neglected Pearl of the 
Antilles.—Chicago Times-Herald.

Boiling Water Without Fire. 


It is possible to make a pail of water 


boil without putting it on the fire and 
without applying external beat to it in 
any way. 
In fact, you can make a 


pail of water boil by simply stirring it 
with a wooden paddle. The feat was 
recently performed in the physical 
laboratory of Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity, in Baltimore, Md., and any one 
may do it with a little trouble and per* 
severance. AH you have to do is to 
place your water in a pail—it may be 
ice water if necessary—and stir it with 
a wooden paddle. If vou keep at it 
long enough it will certainly boil. 
Five hours of constant and rapid stir- 
ring are sufficient to perform the feat 
successfully. 
The water will, alter a 


time, grow warm, and then it will 
grow hot—so hot, in fact, that you can 
not hold your hand in it, and finally 
it will boil. Prof. Ames, of Johns 
Hopkins, annually illustrates some of 
the phenomena of heat by having one 
ol his students perform the trick in 
front of his class. It is a tiresome job, 
but it is perfectly feasible.

AN EXECRATED CUBAN WOMAN WHO 
WAS WEYLER'S SPY.

Kina »lax Sacrificed Her Friend«, Her 
Relative» and Her Native l.and for 
^I-ovo of a SpiinUli Olflcor-Somo of U^r 
Darin* Exploits-Not a ricasant Story. 
Cuban women have run the gamut 
of misery and suffering for their be- 
loved island. 
But here is the story 
of a Cuban -woman "who sacrificed her 
friends, her relatives and her country 
for her Spanish lover. 


It is not a pleasant story—this of 
Nina Diaz, the beautiful, fascinating, 
unscrupulous spy of the bloody Wey- 
^ler's regime. 
Well for the fair name 
of Cuban women that there are no 
other stories like it. 
Through her in- 
fatuation for a Spanish officer she be- 
t came the tool of '*the butcher," and 
the moral responsibility of many of 
the atrocities committed by the mon- 
ster general may be laid at the door 
of this traitress to her country. 


Nina Diaz is the daughter of Felix 
Diaz, "who owned a small tobacco plan- 
tation near Santiago, 
Cuba. 
Diaz 
earned a comfortable income from his 
ranch, but when the struggle for inde- 
pendence began he left his plantation, 
and with his two sons joined the army 
of General Capote. 


Nina and her mother left their home 
at the same time, and went to Havana 
to live. 


Nina was a typical Cuban beauty, 
dazzling, voluptuous and enticing. 


When a daughter 
of the tropics 
loves, it is with her \vhole heart and 
soul. 
Nina fell in love with a member 
of Weyler's staff, a young lieutenant 
of infantry, Avho had just been as- 
signed to the Spanish secret service in 
Havana, 


Weyler wanted some women spies. 
It v/as his theory that a shrewd wom- 
an was the best possible spy if she 
conducted her campaign 
on a love 
basis. 
To this end he urged the 
young officers about him to make use 
of their sweethearts to discover the 
plans of the insurgents. 


The lover of Nina Diaz persuaded 
her to join the Spanish secret service, 
and throw all the force of her beauty, 
cleverness, and magnetism against her 
native country.. 


Nina's beauty and intelligence soon 
attracted attention, and she became 
popular 
-with 
Americans and 
Cu- 
Ijans. 
On steamer days Miss Diaz 
made her promenades upon the wharf 
or upon the decks of outgoing vessels. 
In this way she met any number of 
people, and secured most valuable in- 
formation, which, through her lover, 
was imparted to Weyler. 


Nina Diaz's success was so signal 
in Havana that Weyler decided to 
send her into the ¡provinces to report 
the movements of the rebels. 


Her first venture was in Santiago, 
near her old home. 
Disguised as a 
poor girl, she went about with a small 
book begging for contributions for the 
sick and wounded of the insurgent 
army. 


Hundreds of arrests followed. Fam- 
ilies were broken up, unhappy moth- 
ers and children were thrust into pri- 
son, a trail of misery and'^-suffering 
and death marked the path of this 
beautiful, cruel spy. 


One day Nina was caught by a Cu- 
ban picket in communication with a 
Spanish officer. 
The spy and the 
Spaniard were captured, and brought 
before the chief of the insurgents, 


Nina's cleverness and sang-froid did 
not deserji her. 
She informed her 
captors that she was the daughter of 
Felix Diaz, a Cutto,n insurgent, 
who 
was known to be in the neighborhood. 
She was on her way to visit her father, 
she declared, when the Spaniard had 
captured 
her, 
and 
endeavored by 
bribes and threats to make her reveal 
the camp of the insurgents. 


The story was not credited at 
first, 
but the insurgents sent for her father 
and brothers, and on their arrival she 
was released. 


At dusk that evening Nina escaped 
and reaoned the Spanish lines. 
Using 
the information she carried them, the 
Spaniards next morning attacked the 
insurgents, 
and a fearful slaughter 
ensued. 


By Cubans the name of Nina Diaz 
is execrated. 


But Weyler declared of her that she 
was the 
only loyal 
Cuban on the 
. island»

STRANGE 
CONFESSIONS, 


Men AVho Havo ConfoRnod to 
Crlm« 
Which Tlipy Novor Committed. 


That a man on the rack, with every 
nerve quivering, 
with every nerve 
drawn tc itM utmost tension, with the 
pain increasing in intensity and vio< 
leuce, should confess himself the per* 
petrator of crime is natural enough. 
The prospect of relief from actual pain 
is a temptation that binds the sufler to 
the'future. 
But it may seem strange, 
and is indeed oueof the mostinexplic- 
able things in human history, that men 
have been induced by religious exhor- 
tations and other means of persuasion 
to sign their own death warrants by 
confessing crimes actually never com- 
mitted. 
Such in England 
was the 
case of John 
Perry, executed 
near 
Canipdon in IGGl, with his mother and 
brother, for murdering William Har- 
rison, steward foi' Lady 
Hampden. 
The testimony against them was chief' 
ly the confession of John Perry him- 
self, but, to the astonishment of all, 
Harrison, who had been kidnaped and 
carried off, returned tAVO years after 
the execution. 


In 1812 a nyxn named Russell Col- 
vin, living at Manchester, Vt., dis- 
appeared, and suspicions of foul play 
were euterti^ined. 
Public opinion at- 
tributed his murder to Stephen 
and 
Jesse Boom. 
Still, as there was no 
definite ground on which 
to arrest 
them, the excitement gradually drew 
away. 
In 1818, however, a Mr, Boom 
dreamed that he had been murdered 
by two men, whom ho fixed upon as 
his nephews, Stephen and Jesse. The 
ghost of the murdered man even speci- 
fied the place of the murder and the 
old cellar hole Avhere the mangled 
body had been thrust. 
Here a knife 
and buttons were found, which were 
identified as belonging to Colvin. 
On 
this the men were arrested. 
Stephen 
and Colvin had quarreled just before 
the disappearance of the latter, and 
Stephen bad been seen to strike him 
with a club and knock him down. 


In a short time Jesse confessed that 
he and Stephen, 
with 
their father, 
after Stephen knocked him down, had 
carried him to the old celhxr and cut 
his throat with a jack-knife. 
He fur- 
ther stated that the 
next year they 
made away with most of the bones ol 
their victim. 
Stephen, after a time, 
admitted the truth of Jesse's confes- 
sion, 
On this they 
were convicted 
and sentenced to be hanged on the 
28th of January, 1820. 
They applied 
for commutation 
of the 
sentence, 
and, as some believed their innocence, 
advertisements were inserted in vari- 
ous papers for Colvin, Not long after- 
ward a letter appeared in the New 
York Evening Post, signed by a Mr, 
Chadwick^and dated Shrewsbury,N. J,, 
December 6, 1819, 
stating 
that a 
slightly deranged man named Piussell 
Colvin had been there five years be- 
fore. 
This was generally looked upon 
as a hoax, but Jas. Whelpley of New 
York, who knew Colvin, resolved to 
follow up the clue, and actually found 
Colvin at the house of William Pol- 
hemus, at Dover, N.J,, where he had 
been since April, 1813. 


Mr. Wbelpley took him to New 
York, the common council gave him 
means to proceed to Vermont, and he 
arrived at Manchester on the 22d day 
of December, 


The Avhoie i^lace was in a state o) 
wild excitement. 
People gathered iu 
from all the surrounding country tc 
see the dead alive. 
A cannon -was 
brought out, and Colvin was saluted 
with a discharge of cannon and small 
arms, Stephen Boom firing the firsi 
piece. 
There was much discussion, 
some attributing it to the effect of im- 
prisonment, a general sort of i^anic, 
terror, and others to the injudicious 
advice and exhortations of a clergy- 
man,

Figures taken from an official source 
show that the excess in the day's gas

TEE KESOÜRCES OF CUBA ! 


HER PROSPECTS 
FOR 
PROSPERITY 
WHEN A LASTING PEACE COMES. 


Tho Cholcoftfc I^aniln in CaHfonila Can- 
not Api>ronpli tlio SoU of Cuba In Vor- 
til!ty-Tho MhiPral IVoiilMv of tho Is- 
land—It la an AKriouUnrul I'uradlso. 
Now that Cuba is assured of her 
freedom, it may be interesting to in- 
quire into the resources of tho coun- 
try, and ask what may be her pros- 
pects for prosperity when she is no 
longer restrained and overtaxed by the 
greedy government of Spain. 
Tho 
area of Cuba is about 42,000 square 
miles. 
Its greatest length is 7G0 
miles, and its breadth ranges from 20 
to 135 miles. 
Perhaps there is no 
space of earth the equal in size to 
Cuba that can begin to comiiaro with 
her in tho production of those things 
that are useful to mam 
Antonio y 
Morales, a noted authority, has pre- 
pared a table showing the variety and 
quantities of the staples that can be 
raised on a tract of thirty-three acrcs 
in Cuba. 
A farm of that size in one 
year produces thousands of pounds of 
sugar, coffee, tobacco, cacao (choco- 
late), cotton,indigo, rice, sage, bananas 
and yucca. 
The choicest lands in 
California—noted for tho variety and 
quantity of 
thoir products—cannot 
approach the soil of Cuba in this re- 
spect. 
With its mild climate, its ex- 
uberant vegetation, and the eagerness 
of the earth to respond to the slight- 
est efforts in the way of cultui-e, Cuba 
oilers an ideal home for the man in 
love with the agricultural life. 


The commerce of Cuba, even under 
the blighting rule of the Spaniard, 
has been great. 
In 1893, before the 
curao of war fell on the island, Cuba 
exported 718,204 tons of sugar, and 
produced 815,894 tons. 
Its exports 
of molasses to the United States alone 
\u that year were 7654 hogsheaLls. Of 
nun the exports were 9308 pipes. 
I n 
1893 tho Cuban exports of leaf tobacco 
were 227,R65-bales. 
Of manufactured 
cigars 147,365,000 were exported, and 
of 
cigarettes 
39.581,493 
packages. 
These are only the main 
exports. 
They show what may be done with the 
exhaustless soil and climate of the is- 
land, when its people were in a condi- 
tion of virtual slavery, at a time when 
chattel 
slavery had' been abolished 
only seven years. 
It is an axiom of 
economic st-ience that free labor is in- 
definitely more productive than slave 
labor, and the industrial growth of 
the United States is an example of the 
expansion of industry when enterprise 
is unhampered by the curse of slavery, 
and by foreign political interference. 
Cuba's chief industries w^ro grooving 
in spite of the drain upon her before 
the present war began, for in 1894 her 
total production of sugarwasl,054,214 
tons, an increase of 238,320 tons over 
the preceding year. 


The natural resources of Cuba are 
infinite, one may say, in variety. 
Of 
her area only 10 per c6nt. is under 
cultivation, 7 percent, isnotreclaimed, 
and 4 per cent, is under forests. G-reat 
tracts of the island are practically un- 
explored. 
She had in 1894 a popula- 
tion of a little more than 1,500,000. 
Of these nearly one-third have been 
starved to death during the present 
war. 
Qwha could support in plenty a 
population of 10,000.000. 
Her for- 
ests are stocked with the finest wood 
in the world—wood, several species of 
which are as hard as iron, turning the 
edge of the axe, and remaining imper- 
iahable uniler svater. There are found 
woods invaluable for the dye industry, 
ebony, cedar, fustic, lanoewood, ma- 
hogany, rosewood, jocnma, acana and 
many others. 
There are fifty varie- 
ties of palm. 
Her fruits are valuable 
and little cultivated. 
The climate is 
admirably suited for the olive; and the 
orange, the lemon, the pineapple and 
the banana are indigenous. 


The mineral resources of the island 
are great, yet the mineral industries 
are in their infancy. 
Almost all the 
metals are found in Cuba. 
There are 
gold, silver, mercury, copper, lead, 
and all the forms of asphaltum; anti- 
mony, magnesia, copperas, gypsum, 
red lead, ochre, salt, arsenic, tulc and 
many others. 
Copper is abundant in 
all the metamorphic rocks of Cuba. It 
is true that coal is yet undiscovered, 
but under a free republic capital would 
flow into the island, and there is no 
doubt that true coal would soon be 
found to replace the bitumen that is 
now U8ed,andwhich isfound in spdngs 
and mines in great quantities, 


Cuba is rich in marble, aM^aiting 
the capital of the speculator, 
G-reat 
deposits of this rock are found, and in 
the Isle of Pines there is marWje of a 
quality as fine as the befjt of that ma- 
terial used by the sculptor. • Beau- 
tifully colored marble and jasper are 
common. 
On the coasts are iiimenBe 
deposits of rook salt, and there are 
alio unlimited q^uantitiesof the^ purest 
white sand, capable of being canvert- 
ed into fine earthenware. 
Even the 
illustrious Humboldt was amazed at 
the richness and variety of the mineral 
wealth of Cuba. 
How much of this 
wealth has been ritilized may be gath- 
ered from the fait that at the end of 
liiyl the total number of mining titles 
i«8ued in Santiago district was 296« 
Of those 1.38 were iron, 88 manganese, 
and 55 copper. 


As a pastoral country 
Cuba was 
more productive a century ago than 
ah© is now, but her pastures are broad 
aud rich, aud the poKvibiUties are un* 


limited. Cuba, with her grand nntnral 
pastures, was just beginning to raise 
fine Durham and Dovonshiro stock 
when the ten-year war desolated the 
country, and put 9 stop to tho indus- 
try. 
Tho milliona of acres of free 
land in Cuba are ready for tho agricul- 
turist,the cattle, sheep and hog raiser, 
the cotton and fruit grower, the miner 
and the reducing plant, and even foi 
the silk grower and mnuufacturer» 
The mulberry tree grows to perfection 
in the island. 
Silkworms, 
according 
to Dr. Auber, are more prolific and 
productive in Cuba, than in any other 
country on tho faco of the globe. Here 
is a land prepared to yield up utilities 
that Avill add 
immoaaurably 
to the 
happiness of the world; waiting to 
blossom into a garden, a'hd to swarm 
with population; to develop almoat 
every art of peace; to be converted 
into an industrial microcosm in tho 
macrocosm 
of the world at large. 
Cuba is M'aiting tho hour when tho 
capitalist, assured of peace and unin- 
terrupted growth, may safely enter 
and reap the harvest M'hich nature has 
prepared for man 
in the misruled, 
throttled and neglected Pearl of the 
Antilles.—Chicago Times-Herald.

Death of Henry L. Gitt. 


Our citizens were sorrow stricken on 


Saturday evening when it became known 
that Mr. Henry L. Gitt, one of our aged 
and most highly respected citizens bad 
died at 4.30 o'clock, at his home on 
Philadelphia street, from the effects of 
catarrh of the blaciuer. 


Mr. Gitt had been complaining for 


about two years; his failing health was 
preceptible for fully a month, hut he was 
not at any time confined to his bed or 
the house. 


On the morning of June 1st, he

they resided at the time of his death. 


A wife, three brothers and one sister 


survive him. The brothers are Abdiel 
S., of Pitt street, and Edwin C. Gitt, of 
Oxford township, and James Gitt, who 
lives in Kansas. The sister is Mrs. Re- 
becca "VVortz, of Abbottstown street, 
Hanover. 


The funeral took place Monday morn- 


ing at 9 o'clock from his late residence. 
The pall bearers were Daniel Ruff, Z. H. 
Cashman, H. W. Stallsmith, C. A.Diehl, 
J. S. Weaver and James Weikert. In- 
terment was made in New Oxford ceme- 
tery, after which services ^ ere held in 
St. Paul's Lutheran church, Rev. Ferdi- 
nand Hesse officiating. 


Deceased was born at the old Cross 


Keys tavern, at the junction of the York 
and Gettysburg and Carlisle and Han- 
over turnpikes, about one mile east of 
this place; on the 27th day of August, 
1826. He was educated at Pennsylvania 
College and soon after engaged in the 
cattle business, which he conducted suc- 
cessfully for a number of years through 
York and Adams counties, where he 
made hosts of friends. 


His age was 71 years, 10 months and 


8 days. 


His entire life was spent in New Ox- 


ford and vicinity.

Boiling- Water Without Fire. 


It is possible to make a pail of water 
boil without putting it on the fire and 
without applying external heat to it in 
a n y way. 
In fact, you can make a 
pail of water boil by simply stirring it 
with a wooden paddle. 
The feat was 
recently performed 
in the 
physical 
laboratory ot Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity, in Baltimore, Md., and any one 
may do it with a little trouble and per- 
severance. 
All you have to do is to 
place your water m a pail—it may be 
ice water if necessary—and stir it with 
a wooden paddle. 
If you keep at it 
long 
enough it will certainly 
boil. 
Five hours of constant and rapid stir- 
ring arc sufficient to perform the feat 
successfully. 
The water will, alter a 
time, grow warm, and then it will 
grow hot—so hot, in fact, that you can 
not hold your hand in it, and finally 
it will boil. 
Prof. Ames, of Johns 
Hopkins, annually illustrates some of 
the phenomena of heat by having one 
of his students perform the trick in 
front of his class. 
It is a tiresome job, 
•but it is perfectly feasible.

Over 
him is a marble slab inscribed with 
the ono line: "His Fame His Best 
Eptaph." 


The estate lies on the Staunton 


river, thirty-eight miles from the town 
of Lynchburg, near the border line 
which separates Charlotte and Camp- 
bell counties. It derived its name of 
Bed Hill from the peculiar color of the 
soil in that vicinity. 
When Patrick 


Henry bought the place it comprised 
about 3500 acres. The land is rich— 
there was a saying in the neighbor- 
hood that poor land and Henry could 
never be mentioned together—corn 
grows there as high as a man on horse- 
back ; there is a general air of smiling 
fields and abundant prosperity. 
Its 


situation in early times was very re- 
mote. Neighbors were few, one of the 
nearest being the celebrated John 
Randolph of Roanoke, who lived in 
his chosen solitude fifteen miles away. 


Bed Hill is now owned by Henry's 


grandfather, William Wirt Henry, a 
clever, cultivated gentleman of the 
"old school." He has in his posses- 
sion some most interesting relics of his 
celebrated grandfather, including the 
desk he always used, which still con- 
tains his letters from Lafayette, Wash- | 
ington, Madison, and other great men 
of early days ; the large, round-backed 
chair in which Patrick Henry died,and 
a portrait of him by the elder Sully, 
under which hangs a yellowed slip of 
paper signed by Chief Justice John 
Marshall and several others of his 
friends, testifying to the faithfulness 
of the likeaess.—Philadelphia Press. 


General Mile* Imbibed While Abroad 


Some Idea* Which, If Adopted, Will 
Make the American Soldier Somewhat 
of a Dandy-Knapsack to I)« Abolished. 
General Nelson A. Miles has recent- 


ly been contemplating radical changes 
in the uniform and accoutermeut of 
the regular army. 


The present regulation accouter- 


ment of the United States army pri- 
vate is a knapsack,haversack,canteen, 
meat ration can, knife, fork, spoon, 
tin cup, cartridge belt, bayonet case, 
a woolen blanket and a rubber blafi- 
ket. His clothing, for fatigue or field 
work, consists of a suit of underclothes, 
regulation light blue trousers, dark 
blue fatigue coat, and the campaign 
slouch hat. 
In stormy weather he 


may wear short leggings, and in win- 
ter the regulation overcoat. 
His 


clothing is excessively plain, and does 
not show a single unnecessary brass 
button. The only chance of military 
ostentation that a private has, is in 
the acquisition of the half-inch "ser- 
vice" stripe on his coat sleeve, given 
to him as a badge of honor after five 
years of service. 
In his full dress 


clothes the private becomes quite a 
thing to be admired, but dressed in 
his ordinary costume he is the plain- 
est soldier in the world. 


General Miles has imbibed abroad 


some ideas which, if approved by the 
secretary of war, may make the Amer- 
ican soldier a dandy, and yet not de- 
tract from his fighting abilities. Sec- 
retary Alger, it is said by army men, 
expressed himself well pleased with 
the resplendent uniform in which 
General Miles recently made his ap- 
pearance at a Washington function: 
and the outcome may be that a little 
of the military ostentation which the 
general commanding the army assumes, 
will go toward relieving the rather 
severe plainness of the private sol- 
dier's regimentals. 


In the matter of gorgeous uniform 


England probably leads the fighting 
nations of Europe. 
Prance comes 


next, with blue and red; Germany 
falls in third, with an array of brass 
buttons, and Russia is the plainest of 
all. 


his shoulders, and a day's rations ia 
his haversack, the United States .reg- 
ular private is more lightly and effi- 
ciently equipped for field work 
any soldier in Europe. 


THE NEW BOY. 


Prince of Wales' Dinner Table. 


Good taste reigns over all the ar- 


rangements.

are severely plain, though of the finest 
quality, and simply worked with the 
royal arms—the rose, the thistle, and 
the shamrock—while the table nap- 
kins ore invariably folded into a small 
square to hold the bread, and never in 
the fancy shapes in vogue elsewhere. 
To each guest two forks, and no more, 
are provided, and these are placed 
prongs downward. In addition, there 
are one large tablespoon and one large 
knife, for in no 'circumstance are two 
knives together given to any guest. 


A great many reasons have been as- 


signed for this rule, but apparently 
no one has summoned up the courage 
to ask their royal host and hostess. 
It has been asserted that his Royal 
Highness has the old-fashioned dislike 
of seeing knives inadvertently crossed. 
Small M ater bottles are used, but the 
Princess holds to the Hanoverian hab- 
it of never having finger bowls. 


At Marlborongh house dinner be- 


gins at 8.45 o'clock, and is never al- 
lowed to last much more than an hour, 
Occasionally during dinner soft music 
is played. The menu is always served 
a la Rnsse—that is to say, nothing is 
carved in the dining-room.

There is a movement on foot in 


Berlin to provide free courses to physi- 
cians in which they shall be instructed 
in all the laws bearing upon the pro- 
fession and its practices. There, as 
here, the young man fresh from the 
university does not know much and is

of his profession of which he will 
some day stand in urgent need. Ac-

appears to be the French infantry pri- 
vate. Dressed in a double-breasted 
tail coat and wide trousers, a tower- 
ing knapsack strapped on his shoul- 
ders, a blanket tied around the knap- 
sack, and a cooking outfit over the 
blanket, the French private gives the 
impression of a well-victualed and 
•well-equipped infantryman starting 
out on a five years' campaign. French 
soldiers wear light gaiters and the 
regulation French army cap. 


It is doubjfnl whether the United 


States would ever "adopt anything like 
the clumsy helmet of the German 
army for campaign wear, or the heavy 
boots and superfluous clothing of the 
Austrian, German an'd French sol- 
diers. It might possibly adopt a dif- 
ferent form of bayonet that could be 
used as a knife or a short sword, and 
the cooking outfit could be improved 
upon by copying from the French. 


The recent adoption of a new for- 


age cap and fatigue coat are steps in 


i the new direction. The forage cap is 


j a hideous contrivance with a low visor 
and a high crown, but it possesses the 


j advantages of an all-round good ser- 


j vice cap, and, unlike the Grand Army 


i cap, does not cause the 
baldness 


i that is so prevalent in the army from 


i the use of headgear that touches the 
| crown of the head. 
It is now in use 


| by the entire army, including officers, 
and by the marine corps. 


The new fatigue coat for the army 


private is a reproduction of that used 
by naval officers. 
It extends only to 


the hips, has a stand-up collar, and is 
trimmed with a stripe of black braid 
down the front and around the bot- 
| torn. It permits of a free use of the 
arms and body, and is the quintes- 
sence of military neatness. 


Owing to the* wide distribution of 


its military posts, the tendency of the 
United States army has been to lighten 
its field equipment, leaving at home 
the heavier articles of acontertnent 
In the short, dashing 
campaigns 


against the Indians the knapsack is 
almost unknown. 
The knapsack is 


bound to be relegated to the rear in a 
few years. 


In war it is probable that the knap- 


sack will be discarded altogether, the 
individual soldier carrying his extra 
clothing rolled up 
inside of his 


blanket 


An ingenious contrivance for carry- 


ing clothing and extra ammunition 
exists in the shape of an elongated va- 
lise, to be carried across the right 
shoulder, but it has not yet been gen- 
erally adopted by the army as a, piece 
of regulation accouterment. The va- 
lise will hold from 40 to 120 extra car- 
tridges, one woolen shirt, onej extra 
suit of underclothes, two pt»]irs of 
socks, one pair of gloves, tow^l and 
soap, hair brush and razor. 
« 


The present regulation United States 


cartridge belt, holding forty-five slell*, 
is of the most approved pattern/as is 
also the haversack for carrying the 
food supply. Dressed in a slouch hat, 
and half leggings for all weafthers, i 
with 165 rounds of ammunition jat his i 
hand, a shelter tent and blanket across ! 


HI* Education Includes a Course IB 


Needlework and Cooking; Lessons. 


Now that so much is going forward, 


or imagined, iu the production of new 
types of 
humanity, the question 


naturally arises if anything can be 
done with boys. 
They are such un- 


questioned specimens of nature in the 
original package that the mature mind 
would be apt to dismiss the subject 
with the venerable remark that boys 
will be boys. 
But if the boy, in a 


general sense, remains the same from 
age to age, he undoubtedly shows 
some 
variations, according to his 


trainings 
and surroundings. 
The 


American boy, for example, was never 
more ardently devoted to athletics 
than now, and he has made the -pace 
very hot. 
While the youth of Eng- 


land spend two afternoons in a game 
of cricket, our young gladiators com- 
press the fun into two hours of base- 
ball, and, as for football, it is no 
longer, in order to speak of the piping 
times of peace. 
Its victories, in 


academic circles, are more renowned 
than war, and its casualties, from their 
alloverlsh damage, rathev more serious 
than those of a warm brush between 
two army skirmish lines. 


But there are reformers devoted to 


the idea that boys can be improved in 
other than what are called masculine 
accomplishments. 
These sanguine 


persons are usually connected with 
schools and experiment with theories 
backed up by authority. In Harlem, 
N. Y., a few weeks ago, the school 
board decreed that the boy pupils, as 
well as the girls, should be instructed 
in needlework. 
The situation was 


accepted by the boys, who seem to 
have been willing to find out what 
there was for them in a sewing circle 
with maidens of their own ag'e. 
To 


be sure, the garments they produced 
looked like a grass ducking suit, which 
is cut out with a scythe and lapped 
together with cotton twine, but they 
stuck to their lessons, and some even 
insisted on studying at night. 
This 


made mischief. Their parents looked 
at them uneasily, as if they were not" 
real boys. The parents finally rose iu 
revolt, and needlework is no longer 
taught the boys of Harlem. 


In one of the high schools in Cin- 


cinnati ten boys have been enrolled 
to study cooking under a young wom- 
an who is a professional teacher of 
this noble form of chemistry, utilized 
three times a day. , The class meets 
regularly in the basement of the high 
school, attired in the regulation cap ^ 
and apron. 
Their first lesson was 


poached eggs, showing a -high degree 
of confidence iu their talent, for the 
safest start for a boy in culinary 
practice is eggs hard boiled. 
Next, 


they were taught to roast potatoes, 
toast bread and provide a jar of the 
ever useful bread crumbs. 
At the 


end of the lesson the boys were per- 
mitted, not compelled, to eat the 
articles they had prepared. Perhaps this 
new branch will succeed if restricted 
to a soldier's, hunter's, fisherman's or 
Klondike menu. 
A boy would glory 


in cooking army flapjacks and in learn- 
ing how to give them, when brown on 
one side, that graceful twirl in the 
air which, when fully mastered, makes 
a soldier an ornament of his mess. 
In rough times and rough work men 
are necessarily cooks, and therefore a 
boy in a white cap and apron may be 
a boy for a' that. —St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

Munjak. 


! In the Island of Barbadoes large 
(Quantities of a mineral hare been 
found which the natives call "manjak." 
It Is of a bright black color and occurs 
at a very slight depth, sometimes on 
the surface, in beds one to two feet 
thick. It generally appears under on 
angle of about 40 degrees, and in the 
Immediate vicinity of rock. It is pre- 
sumed to be solidified petroleum, which 
SB often seen there exuding from the 
earth or floating en the water. In Its 
composition this mineral is similar to 
the pitch of Trinidad, to the Gilsonite 
of Utah and the Canadian Albertlte, 
but It is of a much better quality. The 
best, varieties of "manjak" contained 
2 per cent, of water, 70.85 per cent, of 
volatile organic substances, 26.97 pel 
cent, of ditto solid ones and .18 per 
cent, of mineral parts. Trinidad pitch 
contains from 21 to 80 per cent, of wa- 
ter, and about 38 per cent of ashes. 
Hence the manjak mineral Is much 
richer in natural bitumen. It is used, 
among other purposes, for the insula- 
tion of electrical conduits, for varnish, 
bituminous concrete and for fuel, mix- 
ed with peat, etc. It may to some ex- 
tent supplant gutta percha as an in- 
sulating medium.—Savannah News.

The injustice and disadvantages of 
the prevent Inter-State commerce laws 
both to the railroads and to the people 
were ably set forth in a recent address 
by Mr. M. E. Ingalls, President of the 
Big Four and Chesapeake & Ohio rail- 
roads. The occasion wan the tenth an- 
nual convention of Railroad Commis- 
sioners held in Washington, May 10. 


Mr. Ingalls said that the railroads 
had reached a crisis, where something 
must be done to avoid disaster not 
only to the railroads but also to the 
material interests of the country. 


Since the enactment of the inter- 
state commerce law in 1887, some pro- 
vision of that law has been constantly 
under consideration either by congress 
or the courts. Now it is admitted that 
state legislatures have control over the 
railroads with regard to local business 
and congress has power as regards in- 
ter-state business. 


In reference to the control of States 
the Supreme court haa Just decided 
that state control must be reasonable, 
and that rates cannot be reduced below 
ft point where railroads can earn their 
expenses and a fair profit. 


In 1897 it was decided by the Supreme 
court that the Sherman anti-trust law 
applied to the railroads contrary to the 
assertions of railroad men. Under the 
rulings of this law it was practically 
impossible to make any arrangements 
for the maintenance of tariffs. The 
tariffs are now but little respected by 
the railroads. Private arrangements 
with large shippers will sooner or later 
utterly ruin 
the 
smaller traders. 
Many railroad managers are carrying 
freight far below cost. 


A-way must be found by which rail- 
road tariffs cart be maintained and the 
practice of secret rates and contracts 
discontinued. 
The settlement of this 


question not only concerns the rail- 
roads but also one-fifth of the people 
Of the country, who are directly inter- 
ested in railroads. 


The chief difficulty with the inter- 
state commerce law is that the pun- 
ishments are entirely out of proportion 
with the offences.

The public does not believe in the 
law and what is the result? Honest 
railroads see their business going to 
opposing: lines; honest merchants are 
undersold by others who have no scru- 
ples in making private contracts with 
railroads. Honest railroads and mer- 
chants are thus compelled of necessity 
to break the law themselves or face 
certain ruin. 


Two changes should be made in the 
present laws to better the condition of 
affairs. 


First, 
the 
imprisonment clause 
should be stricken out and a fine of 
$5,000 imposed instead. The shipper 
should not be punished at ill in his ef- 
forts to secure low rates. Should you 
punish him you would not be able to 
secure his testimony. 


Second, railroads should be permit- 
ted to contract with each other for the 
maintenance of rates and the division 
of business. These would legalize con- 
tracts between railroad corporation. 
To-day such a. contract would be con- 
spiracy. 


There should be no friction between 
the interstate commerce laws and the 
railroads, but the commisslSij stiould 
become the aid of the railroads. 
Unless some change is maSe as has 
been indicated the small shippers will 
be extinguished, and a few men of 
large capital will control the entire 
merchandise business. 


A resolution of thanks was voted 
Mr. Ingalls for his address, and his 
suggestions were referred to a special 
committee.

Not ill niclnuoml, but in Cluirlotto,"Where 
llo Lived-Olio Uiie on His Tomb. 
Every now and then we see in some 
newspaper the query : "Where is Pat- 
rick Henry buried?" and tourists in 
Richmond, Va., constantly ask to be 
shown his grave, with the mistaken 
idea that it is in that city, where much 
of his public career was passed. 
Few 
IDCople, comparatively, know that the 
man who acquired the title of "The 
Tongue of the Revolution" lies in a 
quiet grave on the estate in Charlotte 
county where he formerly lived. Over 
him is a marble slab inscribed with 
the one line: "His Fame His Best 
Eptaph.'' 


The estate lies on the 
Staunton 
river, thirty-eight miles from the town 
of Lynchburg, near the border line 
which separates Chaidotte and Camp- 
bell counties. 
It derived its name of 
Red Hill from the peculiar color of the 
soil in that vicinity. 
When Patrick 
Henry bought the place it comprised 
about 3500 acres. 
The land is rich— 
there was a saj'ing in the neighbor- 
hood that poor laud and Henry could 
never be mentioned 
together—corn 
grows there as high as a man on horse- 
back ¡.there is a general air of smiling 
fields aud abundant prosperity. 
Its 
situation in early times was very re- 
mote. 
Neighbors were few, one of the 
nearest being the celebrated 
John 
Randolph of Roanoke, who lived in 
his chosen solitude fifteen miles away. 
Red Hill is now owned by Henry's 
grandfather, William Wirt Henry, a 
clever, cultivated gentleman of 
the 
"old school." 
He has in his jDosses- 
sion some most interesting relics of his 
celebrated grandfather, including the 
desk he always used, which still con- 
tains his letters from Lafayette, Wash- 
ington, Madison, and other great men 
of early days ; the large, round-backed 
chair in which Patrick Heury died, aud 
a portrait of him by the elder Sully, 
under which hangs a yellowed slip of 
l^aper signed by Chief Justice John 
Marshall aud several others of his 
friends, testifying to the faithfulness

General Milos Tinblbod While Abroad 
Some Ideas AVIiIch, If Adopted, AVIU 
Make tho Ainorlcnn Sohller Roinewhat 
of ft Dandy—Knapsack lo Be Abullihod. 
General Nols on A, IMiles has recent- 
ly been contemplating radical changes 
in the uniform and accouterment of 
the regular army, 


Tho present regulation 
accouter- 
ment of the United States army pri- 
vate is a knapsack,haversack,canteen, 
meat ration can, knife, fork, spoon, 
tin cup, cartridge belt, bayonet case, 
ft woolen blanket and a rubber blan- 
ket, 
His clothing, for fatigue or field 
•work, consists of a suit of underclothes, 
regulation light blue trousers, dark 
blue fatigue coat, and the campaign 
slouch hat. 
In stormy weather he 
may wear short leggings, and iu win- 
ter the regulation 
overcoat. 
His 
clothing is excessively plain, and does 
not show a single unnecessary brass 
button. 
The only chance of military 
ostentation that a private has, is in 
the acquisition of tho half-inch *'ser- 
vice" stripe on his coat sleeve, given 
to him as a badge of honor after five 
years of service. 
In his full dress 
clothes the private becomijs quite a 
thing to be admired, but dressed in 
his ordinary costume he is the plain- 
est soldier in the world. 


General Miles has imbibed abroad 
Bome ideas which, if approved by the 
secretary of war, may make the Amer- 
ican soldier a dandy, and yet not de- 
tract from his fighting abilities. 
Sec- 
retary Alger, it is said by army men, 
exjiressed himself well pleased with 
the rosi^lendent 
uniform in which 
General Miles recently made his ap- 
pearance at a Washington function: 
and the outcome may be that a little 
of the military ostentation which the 
general commanding the army assumes, 
will go toward relieving the rather 
severe plainness of the private sol- 
dier's regimentals. 


In the matter of gorgeous uniform 
England probably leads the 
fighting 
nations of Europe. 
France comes 
next, with blue and red; Germany 
falls in third, with an array of brass 
buttons, and Eussia is the plainest of 
all. 


The most heavily burdened soldier 
appears to be the French infantry pri- 
vate. 
Dressed in a double-breasted 
tail coat aud wide trousers, a tower- 
ing knapsack strapped on his shoul- 
ders, a blanket tied around the knap- 
sack, and a cooking outfit over the 
blanket, the French private gives the 
impression of a Avell-victualed and 
well-equipped 
infantryman 
starting 
out on a five years' campaign. French 
soldiers wear light gaiters and tho 
regulation French army cap. 


It is doiibiful whether the United 
States wouFd ever adopt anything like 
the clumsy helmet of the 
German 
army for campaign wear, or the heavy 
boots and superfluous clothing of the 
Austrian, German and French sol- 
diers. 
It might possibly adopt a dif- 
ferent form of bayonet that could be 
used as a knife or a short sword, aud 
the cooking outfit could be improved 
upon by copying from the French. 


The recent adoption of a new for- 
age cap and fatigue coat are steps in 
the new direction. 
The forage cap is 
a hideous contrivance with a low visor 
and a high crown, but it possesses the 
odvantages of an all-round good ser- 
vice cap, and, unlike the Grand Army 
cap, 
does not cause the 
baldness 
that is so in'evalent in the army from 
the use of headgear that touches the 
crown of the head. 
It is now in use 
by the entire army, including officers, 
and by the marine corps. 


The new fatigue coat for tho army 
private is a reproduction of that used 
by naval officers. 
It extends only to 
the hips, has a stand-up collar, aud is 
trimmed with a stripe of black braid 
down the front and around the bot- 
tom. 
It permits of a free use of the 
arms and body, aud is the quintes- 
sence of military neatness. 


Owing to the wide distribution of 
its military posts, the tendency of the 
United States army has been to lighten 
its field equipment, leaving at homo 
the heavier articles of 
acouterment. 
In the 
short, 
dashing 
campaigns 
against the Indians the knapsack is 
almost unknown. 
The knapsack is 
bound to be relegated to the rear in a 
few years, 
^ 


In war it is probable that the knap- 
sack will be discarded altogether, the 
individual soldier carrying his oxtra 
clothing rolled up 
inside 
of 
h:s 
blanket. 


An ingenious contrivance for carj'y- 
ing clothing and extra ammunition 
exists in the shape of an elongated va- 
lise, to be carried across th^ right 
shoulder, but it has not yet betjn gen- 
erally adopted by the army as ri jnece 
of regulation accouterment. 
Tfhe YSL* 
lise will hold from 40 to 120ext(ira car- 
tridges, one woolen shirt, one] eatra 
suit of underclothes, two p^irs of 
socks, one pair of gloves, tow^i and 
soap, hair brush aud razor. 


The present regulation United Hitates 
cartridge belt, holdiugforty-fivesLells, 
is of the most approved pattern J a s is 
also the haversack for carrying the 
food supply. 
Dressed iu a sluuciT hat, 
and half leggings for all weuAhers, 
-with lt)5 rounds of ammunitionjat hia 
hand, a shelter tent aud blanket across 


hia shoulders, and a day's rations in 
his haversack, the United States xog- 
Tilar private is more lightly aud effi- 
ciently equipped for field work fixHm 
any soldier iu Europe. 


THE NEW BOY.

Hill KdncnMon Inrluilos a Course 
NccdloM'ork nnd Oooklnic I.ossons. 


Now that so much is going forward, 
or imagined, iu tho production of new 
types 
of 
humanity, 
the 
question 
naturally arises if anything can b<i 
done with boys. 
They are such un- 
questioned specimens of nature iu the 
original package that the mature mind 
would be apt to dismiss the subject 
with the venerable remark that boys 
will be boys. 
But if the boy, iu a 
general sense, remains the same from 
age to age, he undoubtedly 
shows 
some 
variations, according to his 
trainings 
aud surroundings. 
The 
American boy, for example, was never 
more ardently devoted to athletics 
than now, and he has made the pace 
very hot. 
While tho youth of Eng- 
land spend two afternoons in a game 
of cricket, our young gladiators com- 
press the fun into two hours of base- 
ball, and, as for football, it is no 
longer, in order to speak of tho piping 
times of peace. 
Its victories, 
iu 
academic circles, are more renowned 
than war, audits casualties,from their 
allovorlsh damage,rathe?;' more serious 
than those of a warm brush between 
two army skirmish lines. 


But there are reformers devoted to 
the idea that boys can be improved in 
other than what are called masculine 
accomplishments. 
These 
sanguine 
persons are usually connected with 
schools aud exi^erimeut Avith theorie» 
backed up by authority. 
In Harlem, 
N. Y., a few Aveeks ago, the school 
board decreed that the boy pupils, as 
well as the girls, should bo instructed 
iu needlework. 
The situation Aviis 
accepted by the boys, 
who seem to 
have been willing to find out what 
there was for them in a sowing circle 
with maidens of their own age. 
To 
be sure, the garments they produced 
looked like a grass ducking suit, which 
is cut out with a scythe and lapped 
together with cotton twine, but 
they 
stuck to their lessons, and some even 
insisted on studying at night. 
This 
made mischief. 
Their parents looked 
at them uneasily, as if they were not 
real boys. 
The parents finally rose iu 
revolt, aud needlework is no longer 
taught the boys of Harlem. 


In one of the high schools in Cin- 
cinnati ten boys have been enrolled 
to study cooking under a young wom- 
an who is a professional teacher of 
this noble form of chemistry, utilized 
three times a day, 
, The class meets 
regularly in tho basement of the high 
school, attired in the regulation cap ^ 
and apron. 
Their first lesson was 
poached eggs, showing a -high degree 
of confidence iu their talent, for the 
safest start for a boy in 
culinary 
practice is eggs hard boiled. 
Next, 
they were taught to roast potatoes, 
toast bread and provide a jar of the 
ever useful bread crumbs. 
At tho 
end of the lesson the boys were per- 
mitted, 
not compelled, 
to eat the 
articles they had prepared. Perhaps this 
new branch will succeed if restricted 
to a soldier's, hunter^s, fisherman's or 
Klondike menu. 
A boy would glory 
in'cooking army flapjacks and in learn- 
ing how to give them, Avhen brown on 
one side, 
that graceful twirl in the 
air which, when fully masterod,make3 
a soldier an ornament of his mess. 
In rough times and rough Avork men 
are necessarily cooks, and therefore a 
boy in a Avhito cap and aiJron may be 
a boy for a' that. —St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat,

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The Remarkable Heroism of Eight 


American Sailors. 


BBAVED DEADLY SPANISH FIBE 


And Succeeded In Blocking Cervere's 


Escape From Santiago—Taken Pris- 
oners by the Spaniards, TPno Are 
Amazed at Their Daring. 
Port Antonio, Jamaica, June 6.— 


Eight American sailors have gained for 
themselves niches In the temole of 
fame by an act of heroism never ex- 
celled in the world's history. In order 
to block the exit of Cervera's Spaniah 
fleet from 
the harbor of Santiago 


Lieutenant Hobson, of the 
flagship 


New York, conceived the idea of sink- 
ing the collier Merrlmac in the narrow 
channel. Permission was eranted by 
Admiral Sampson, and, with a volun- 
teer crew of seven men, under cover of 
the darkness after the moon had act, 
shortly after 3 o'clock Friday morning, 
he ran the Merrimac into the throat 
of the harbor, swung her broadside 
•across the channel, and then exploded 
and sank her. lie succeeded in this 
desperate enterprise under the fires of 
the batteries and forts which guard the 
entrance, and without support from the 
fleet. 


Ensign Powell, also of the New York, 


with a steam launch, crept close under 
the jams of Morro Castle to take off 
the heroes of the Merimac, and re- 
mained there pluckily until daylight 
discovered his position, without seeing 
a trace of the Merrimac's crew. 
To 


have remained longer would have been 
sheer madness. As it was, he retired

velous feat of daring were: 


Lieutenant Richmond P. Hobson, as- 


sistant naval constructor. Lieutenant 
Hobson was born at Greensboro, Ala., 
on Aug. 17, 1870, was appointed, after 
a competitive examination, to the Na- 
val academy in MaV. 1885. He was the 
youngest member of his class, but 
graduated at the head of his 18 com- 
panions. 


Daniel Montague, chief master of 


arms, of New York. He has served 
four years in the navy, is 29 years of 
age, and his home is in Brooklyn. 


George Charette, gunner's mate of 


the first class on board the New York. 
He has served 14 years in the navy, is 
81 vears old and resides at 
Lowell, 


Mass. 


J. C. Murphy, a coxswain of the Iowa. 
Osborne Deignan, a coxswain of the 


Merrimac, abouV 24 years old. 


George F. PhiVipps. a machinist oi 


the ftrst class, belonging to the Merri- 
mac. He is 36 years of age, and his 
home is in Boston. 


Francis Kelly, a water tender, about 


86 years old. His home is near Glas- 
gow. Scotland. 


H. Clausen, who shipped on board the 


Merrimac without permission, in order 
to take part in the expedition, is a 
coxswain of the New York. 


Lieutenant Hobson and his men are 


now Spanish prisoners, as a nag oi 
truce announces, and will be exchanged' 
In due course of time, but that their 
mission was successful admits of no 
doubt. 


The preparations for the wonderful 


piece of daring were made in the most 
matter of fact way, and with an utter 
disregard of death. Indeed, the men 
chosen for the hazardous duty spok*> 
only of getting in, saying nonchalantly: 
"Oh, 
I guess we stand a fair show of 


Retting out, but they can't stop us go- 
ing in." 


Owing to the dangerous nature of 


the work, it was decided that only 
enough ir.cn to man the collier should 
take part in \he expedition. Therefore 
Lieutenant Hobson called for six vol- 
unteers. To the glory of the Ameri- 
can navy be it said, whole cheering 
•hips' crews responded. About 300 on 
board the New York, some ISO on board 
the Iowa and a like proportion from 
the other ships volunteered. He picked 
three men from the New York and 
three from the Merrimac. The latter 
were green in the service, but they 
knew the ship and had pleaded hard 
to go. 


The men of the fleet left behind wait- 


ed expectantly until long after the firing 
that followed the Merrimac's discovery 
had ceased, and when Ensign Powell j 
and his volunteer crew returned with- j 
out having seen the Merrimac's little j 
crew it was believed that all had per- j 
Ished. After daylight, however. Captain • 
Ovideo. Admiral Cervera's chief of staff. \ 
went to the New York under a flasr of j 
truce and toJd the story of the heroes* , 
escape from death. Lieutenant Hobson ' 
had. in the face of a most deadly Span- 
ish fire, exploded the torpedoes which 
sunk the Merrimac. but their plans for 
escaping in a small boat had miscar- 
ried, and they w-»re compelled to swim 
ashore. •whTp they tvere taken pris- 
oners. Two of the men were sJightly 
wounded, bat Lieutenant Hobson him- 
•eif had escaped unhurt. Admiral Cer- 
•vsra, amazed at the daring courags 
of the men. determined to nolifv Ad- 
miral Sampson at once of their escape 
from death. It wa* added that their 
bravery had -won th« admiration of 
every Spaniard, and would secure for 
them the most courteous treatment. 
They wJJl also b? "Changed for Span- 
iah prisoners. Mon^y and supplies wore 
•ent to the prisoners through Captain 
Ovideo.

tt Is of a bright black color and occurs 
at a very slight depth, sometimes on

thick. It generally appears uuder an 
lingle of about 40 degrees, and in the 
Immediate vicinity of rock. 
It is pre- 
sumed to be solidifled petroleum, Avhlch 
is often seen thoro exudiuij from the 
earth or floating ©n the water. 
In its 
composition this mineral Is similar to 
Oie pitch of Trinidad, to the Gilsonite 
of Utah and the Canadian Albertite, 
but It Is of a much better quality. The 
best, varieties of "manjak" contained 
2 per cent of water, 70.85 per cent, oi 
yolatile organic substances, 20.07 per 
ifent, of ditto solid ones and .18 pet 
Cent, of mineral parts. 
Trinidad pitch

"Every aitillerynuui hnov.s that they 
learn t'he Iwgle" tails «nd H;o evolu- 
tions quicker than the men, "^ a rule, 
They boon acquire u ujui'ojm ^nit. 
which is about the same ns what we 
call the rwute step o.- thcu-mul march- 
ing step. 
If the lior--.es did not ar- 


quire the same gait JIM the iniautry, 
there would be varying distances be- 
tween tue different anus ot the ser- 
vice—that is, between the infanta y 
and the cavalry, artillery, and the 
commanders aud their escorts. In 
the drills in the artillery service the 
hor'ses will preserve their alignment 
as well as the infantry rank. 


"I shall always remember one illus- 


tration of this trait which I noted at a 
very exciting and critical moment of a 
battle during our civil war. In order 
to save some of our infantry from be- 
ing surrounded and captured, the 
commander of one of our batteries 
quickly mounted the cannoneers on 
the guns and put the whole battery at 
a dead gallop across a stretch of mead- 
ow about huh1 a mile wide. 
I was 


quite ac-customed to such sights, but 
wueii that dashing company was half- 
w uy acrosb the nel J I noticed the in- 
spiring array, and for a moment was 
lost in rapt admiration of the uiagnin- 
cent picture. Every driver was ply- 
ing whip and spur, the great guns 
were rocking and thundering over the 
ground, and every horse reeking with 
foain and full of animation and excite- 
ment was straining every muscle as he 
galloped forward, yet a straight line 
drawn along"- in front would have 
touched the noses of the lead horses 
in front of the six guns. That was an 
artillery charge, one of the most thrill- 
ing sights in the evolutions of war. 


"it is surprising how quickly horses 


learn the bugle calls. Let the first 
note of the feed or water call be 
sounded, and instantly there will be a 
stamping, kicking and neighing among 
bhe horses. Once, during a terrible 
night storm in camp, our horses were 
seized with such terror that those of 
nearly every battery broke loose and 
scattered about. The next morning 
there was a wild rush among the ar- 
tillerymen to capture horses for use. 
All was excitement, and the horses re- 
fused to be caught. An officer ordered 
the bugler to give the feed call. 
Horses from every direction came 
dashing in to that battery, and the 
rush was so great that it was with dif- 
ficulty the men could get out of the 
way of the eager horses. 


"When it comes to a battle a horse 


seems to know everything that is go- 
ing on and the reason for it all, and 
does his duty nobly. He enters into 
the spirit of a battle like a human be- 
ing. 
He shows no fear of death, no 


sign of being overcome by panic in all 
the wild tumult of the battle's roar. A 
horse in one of our batteries during 
the Murfreesboro fight was hit by a 
piece of shell, which split his skull so 
that one side was loosened. 
The 


driver turned him loose, but he walked 
up to the side of the gun and watched 
the firing, and when a shot was fired 
would follow it with his gaze as if to 
note its effect on the enemy. 
When a 


shell would burst near by he would 
turn his head and look at it. When 
he saw the team he had worked with 
being driven back for ammunition, he 
ran to his old place and galloped back 
with .the rest. When an officer pushed 
him aside to have another horse put 
in he gazed at the new one with a 
most sorrowful expression in his eyes. 
Then he seemed to realize that the 
glory of battle was no more for him, 
and he walked away aud lay down and 
died. The officer declared that it 
was a broken heart, not the wound, 
that killed him. 


"During a fierce charge of Con- 


federate cavalry at Murfreesboro an 
officer was killed and the cavalry 
driven back. The horse the officer 
had ridden was a magnificent animal, 
and he had not beeu taught to retreat. 
Riderless he kept on his way, and as 
he dashed through our battery the 
sight of hiiu was indescribably grand. 
His nostrils were extended wide, .his 
eyes fairly blazed, and be clutched 
the bit determinedly with his teeth as 
he came on like the wind, with his 
saddle flaps fiyiug, until ho looked as 
if he wev-» hiniself !:yin«; instead of 
wildly inuuiiig. Every one gai\e him 
room*as he dashed toward us. Au 
officer shouted that he would give 3100 
to any one who would capture that 
superb animal, but all seemed too 
mneh bound up in admiration of the 
noble beast to make the effort, and he 
sped on and disappeared in the bine 
distance."

CLEANERS' DANCE.

Even when the circumstances a.Te, 


comparatively speaking, iu favor of 
the window cleaner, there is one dan- 
ger which he must ever guard against, 
and one which affects all alike, the 
novice and the oldest workman.

dance, but it might better be termed 
the dance of death, for if the first 
warning is disregarded there is no 
second chance.

What causes it no man 


can explain, although all doing that 
kind of work have experienced it. The 
higher and more dangerous the work, 
tho greater seems to be the inclination 
to look downward and more quickly 
about.

ness, followed almost immediately by 
a desire to jump up and down. 


So well is this peculiar fact known 


to window cleaners and high workers 
generally that new men are always 
cautioned concern ing it. and at the first 
feeling of weakness a man loses no 
time about getting inside the window, 
and that ends his work until he recov- 
ers his nerve. 


William Wilson, one of the most ex- 


perienced men in this city at this class 
of -work came very near losing his life 
because of this "dance," while at 
work on the outside of the Ludlow- 
Saylor building at Fourth and Elm 
streets. 
He was on the outside of a 


window on the fifth story. 
The sills 


were very narrow, aud sloped toward 
the street. He says of the experience: 


"Suddenly, and for no reason that 


I can account for, I felt a strong de- 
sire to look downward to the street 
below. I kueAV the risk I was running, 
but I could not help it. I felt as if I 
must turn around somehow. Then I 
began to grow dizzy, and just remem- 
ber that I felt as if I was in a swing 
when the man inside pulled me in 
through the window. 
I was so weak 


I could not stand for some time after- 
ward and quit work for a week before 
I was able to get outside again." — St. 
Louis Eepublic.

which originally could have

bought for cue penny, as its real 
worth will not be known until collec- 
tors come to bid for it iu the event of a 
sale. 


M. la Benotiere is exceeding jeal- 


ous of his possession. 
Looking to its 


preservation, he guards it carcfnlJy, 
larely showing it. Occasionally,when 
there is a gathering of distinguished 
collectors, he allows the stamp to be 
exhibited, but always refuses obsti- 
nately to consider anj propositions 
for its purchase.

Wan Quickly l'"t Out of Act luu. 
A chapter from modern Spanisu v.is- 


tory which was overshadowed in this 
country by events of greater impor- 
tance, but which serves to give some 
indication of what Spanish gunnery 
A\as a few years ago, is worth retelling 
now. 
Spain had a grievance against 


Peru in 1800 because home of her sub- 
jects had been maltreated there, aud 
she sent a hquadron of seven vessels, 
mounting 211 guns, to punish the 
Peruvians. Peru had no navy at that 
time, but her neighbor Chili came to 
her aid with three vessels — the Esnier- 
alda, carrying 42 small-bores; the Vic- 
toria, a small one-gun monitor, and 
the Loa.a diminutive Merrimac, plated 
Avith iron, and mounting two 68- 
pounders. A writer in the army and 
navy Journal describes the 
affair. 


"The Esmeralda," he says, "met 


the Spanish gunboat Cavandago (three 
guns) and captured her in twenty 
minutes without the loss of a man. 
The Spaniards fired only three shots. 
They had two men killed and fourteen 
wounded. The loss of the Cavandago, 
followed by the capture of an armored 
launch, so chagrined the Spanish ad- 
miral, Pareja, that he blew out his 
brains "in his cabin. 


"Admiral Nunez, who succeeded 


Pareja, then gallantly assailed the de- 
fenceless Valparaiso, where not a 
single gun was mounted except a few 
saluting pieces. 
K"ot a shot Avas fired 


from the town and the inhabitants 
promptly evacuated it. This Spanish 
admiral, in spite of the protests of the 
foreign men-of-war in the harbor, 
threw from 2000 to 3000 shells into it 
from his fleet of six vessels. 
The 


Spanish gunnery was so wretched that 
little damage was done except by fire, 
Avhich destroyed 810,000,000 worth of 
neutral goods. It was a mc«t wanton 
piece of barbarity, for if the Spaniards 
had had a landing force they coitld 
have taken the town without firing a 
shot. 


"The gallant Nunez next assaulted 


the city of Callao, which taught him 
the difference between an open town 
and one that Avas adequately defended. 
In four or five hours the Spanish 
squadron was badly used up, and was 
glad to crawl back to Spain as best 
it could in its crippled condition. 
The Villa de Madrid, fifty-six guns, 
got a shot in her steam che»t, and was 
towed out of action. The Berenguela, 
thirty-six guns,had a hole twenty feet 
square knocked into her near the 
water line % an exploding shell, and 
crawled out of range to repair dam- 
ages. , 


"The ammunition in 
two other 


Spanish vessels gave out after a two 
hours' fight, and they had to retire, 
one of them having been twice on fire 
in the neighborhood of the magazine. 
This left two vessels, the Nninancia, 
ironclad, and the Almanza. Two hours 
later these two vessels ceased their 
fire and withdrew, the Chilians fired 
at them until they were beyond range. 
The Spanish loss is not exactly known, 
but is supposed to have been about 
200. 
Commander Kodgers, U. S. N., 


estimated, the loss of the Chilians at 
80, though others give a larger num- 
ber. No serious damage was done to 
either ships or forts by the fire beyond 
that named. 
The Spaniards theu 


withdrew discomfited from the Pacific, 
being short of stores and ammunition 
and with their vessels foul for the 
want of docking. They had -estab- 
lished a base at the Chincha Islands, 
but they had no facilities for repair." 


In speaking of this fiasco a naval 


officer said: "Spain has in a measure 
shared in the movement toward more 
formidable ships and gnus, but it is 
the personal factor which tells in a 
naval engagement now as much as it 
did a century ago, when battles were 
fought with wooden ships. This is 
recognized by all authorities oa naval 
warfare, although the uninformed are 
apt to think that the modern gunboat 
is a complicated machine which fights 
automatically. Good gun service will 
win against great odds in armament, 
and in this particular we have good 
reason to believe that we are much 
superior to Spain. It is a well es- 
taljlished fact that the Latin races do 
not develop good gunners. Whenever 
the Spanish navy has attempted to 
show its skill with guns in the last 
half century it has made itself ridicu- 
lous."

LIFE ON A FRENCH PENAL SHIP. 


Flouting I'rlfton WliUli Convey* Convict* 


to 1'wiiul Colon le*. 


The French .transport ship Cain- 


donie, recently lying at Port Tampa, 
was an object of much curiosity. This 
grim sea prison annually conveys about 
two thousand souls from the land of 
the living—the gay French republic—- 
to nil enduring death on the Safety 
Islands. 


The Caladonie is an iron ship of 


4400 tons. For the past ten years it 
has been in the employ of the French 
government transporting 
criminals 


from France and Algeria to the penal 
colonies on the Safety Islands, thirty 
miles off'the coast of French Guiana. 


Four steel cages, each with a capac- 


ity ot 150, are ready for the nmle pri- 
soners as they come aboard, while a 
much smaller one, capable of holding 
only thirty-one persons, is sufficient 
for the female convicts. This latter 
cage is in the aft of the ship, and is 
widely separated from the others. The 
women are treated Avith a great deal 
more consideration than the men. 
They haveregular berths and are'given 
better fare. 
The men sleep in canvas 


hammocks, and are given the ordinary 
seaman's ration, which is substantial 
if not very elaborate. 


A very interesting feature and one 


horrible to contemplate is the facility 
with which the steam can be used 
upon the convicts should they attempt 
to take possession of the ship. Pipes 
are so arranged that were such an at- 
tempt to ba made it would be possible 
for the officers of the vessel to scald 
every prisioner to death in less time 
than it would take to count them. 
Captain Dano never had such a case 
arise on board his ship, but it often 
becomes necessary to give them a lit- 
tle steam to quell discontent. 
As a 


rule, however, the eighty guards Avho 
are regularly detailed for service oa 
board are sufficient to keep the prison- 
ers quiet. 


Should an outbreak at any time 


occur a signal of alarm calls all hands 
to the midship section of the ship,and 
then all the ladders leading to the 
upper deck of this section are drawn 
up, the lower doors barricaded, and 
the 
rightful 
commanders have a 


quickly 
improvised but 
a strong 


fort, which embraces the boiler and 
engine room, the arsenal and provi- 
sion rooms, the officers' headquarters, 
the chart and steering rooms, and the 
bridge. The convicts cannot come 
near enough to scale the walls or to 
batter down the doors on account of 
the scalding steam, while from the 
fortress the guards and crew can shoot 
them as they appear. 


A Stowaway's Fix. 


George Ferguson, a stowaway, who 


was held on board the steamer Barrow- 
more to be returned to England, got 
himself into aa uncomfortable position 
while atfempting to escape. 
He tried 


to crawl through the dead light of the 
room in which he was confined and 
drop overboard, but aftej getting his 
shoulders through he stuck fast. He 
could not get his hips through the 
hole, and neither could he draw his 
shoulders back, and he hung there, 
half inside and half outside of the 
ship. It took only a short time to 
convince him that escape was impos- 
sible, and then he began to shout for 
aid, but the noise made iu loading the 
ship prevented his cries from being 
heard, and it was not until he had 
been in his unpleasant position for 
nearly three hours that any help came 
to him. The seamen of the Barrow- 
more tried in every way to extricate 
him, but without effect. 
They pulled 


him backward by the legs and forward 
by the arms, and covered his body 
with grease to prevent it from stick- 
ing, but it was not until some one 
thought of unscrewing the 
brass 


frame of the dead light that he was 
gotten out, and then the frame came 
out with him and had to be cut off 
with a saw. 
It was G o'clock wbea he 


tried to make his escape, and it was | 
nearly 12 when he was taken out, so 
that he was thoroughly exhausted and , 
a good deal bruised. 
He will go back 


on board the ship when she sails.— j 
Boston Transcript.

It is said there that Germany, 


France and the United States are the 
countries in which the habit is most 
widespread, but thaf-it has its victims 
in Russia, Sweden aad Turkey, and 
that even iu the extreme East mor- 
phine as a narcotic is supplanting 
opium. 
Statistics are furnished of 


1000 cases, collected from all parts of 
the world—"550 men and 350 worne". 
These statistics show that of the male 
morphinists * the medical profession 
supplies the largest number, 40 per 
cent. Men of science come next, with 
15 per cent ;then merchant*), eight per 
cent, while clergymen, laborers and 
politicians occupy the lowest positions 
on the list. Women of means are the 
roost numerous class among the fe- 
male*, 43 per cent; followed by wives 
of medical men, 10 per cent In Ger- 
many there are entire villages whose 
inhabitants are addicted to the use of 
the drag, but the general belief tliat 
the morphine habit is more extensive- 
ly practice^ in Paris than in any other 
city is contradicted. 
Morphinomania 


is said to occur with the greatest fre- 
quency between the ases of 23 and 40.

and sank her. He succeeded in this 
desperate enterprise under the ilres of 
the batteries and forts which guard the 
•ntrance, and without support from the 
fleet. 


Ensign Powell, also of the New York, 
with a steam launch, crept close under 
the Kuns of Morro Castle to take ofC 
the heroes of the Merimac, and re- 
mained there pluckily until daylight 
discovered his position, without seeing 
a trace of the Merrimac's crew.

Lieutenant Richmond P. Hobson, as- 
uistant naval constructor. 
Lieutenant 
Hobson was born at Greensboro» Ala., 
on AUR. 17, 1870, was appointed, after 
a competitive examination, to the Na- 
val academy in MdR', 1885. I-Ie was the 
youngest 
member 
of his class, but 
firraduated 
at the head of his 18 com- 
panions. 


Daniel 
Montasrue, chief 
master of 
arm«, of New York. 
He has served 
four years in the navy, Is 29 years oi 
a^e, and his home is in Brooklyn. 


George Charette, gunner's mate of 
the first class on board the New York. 
He has served U years in the navy, is

J. C. Murphy, a coxswain of the Iowa. 
Osborne Delgnan, a coxswain of thu 
Merrimac, abouV 24 years old. 


George F. Phi^pps. a machinist oi 
the first class, bilonglng to the Merri- 
mac. 
He Is 36 iears of age. and his 
home is in Boston. 


Francis Kelly, a water tender, about 
S6 years old. His home is near Glas- 
gow, Scotland. 


H. Clausen, who shipped on board the 
Merrimac without permission, in ordei 
to take part in the expedition, Is a 
Coxswain of the New York. 


Lieutenant Hobson and his men are 
now Spanish prisoners, as a flag oi 
truce announces, and will be exchanged' 
in duo course of time, but that their 
mission was successful admits of no 
doubt. 


The preparations for the wonderful 
piece of daring were made \ti the most 
matter of fact way. and with an utter 
disregard of death. 
Indeed, the men 
chosen for the hazardous duty spoke 
only of getting in, saying nonchalantly: 
•*Oh. I guess we stand a fair show ol 
getting out, but they can't stop us go- 
ing in." 


Owing to the dangerous nature of 
the work, it was decided that only 
enough men to man the collier should 
take part in \he expedition. 
Therefore 
Lieutenant Hobson called for six vol- 
unteers. 
To the glory of the Ameri- 
can navy be it said, whole cheering 
«hip»' crews responded. 
About 300 on 
board the Nev/ York, some 180 on board 
the Iowa and a like proportion from 
the other ships volunteered. 
He picked 
three men from the New York and 
three from the Merrimac. 
The latter 
were green in the service, but they 
knew the ship and had pleaded hard 
to go. 


The men of the fleet left behind wait- 
ed expectantly until long after the firing 
that followed the Merrlmac's discovery 
had ceased, and when Knsign Powell 
and his volunteer crew returned with- 
out having seen the Merrlmac's little 
crew U was believed that all had per- 
ished. After daylight, however, Captain 
Ovideo, Admiral Cervera's chief of staff, 
went to the New York under a flag of 
truce and told the story of the heroes' 
fescape from death. Lieutenant Hobson 
had. in the face of a most deadly Span- 
ish fire, exploded the torpedoes which 
sunk the Merrimac, but their plans for 
escaping in a small boat had miscar- 
ried, and they were compelled to swim 
ashore, whore they were taken pris- 
oners. 
Two of the men were slightly 
wounded, but l^leutenant Hobson him- 
self had escaped unhurt. Admiral Cer- 
vera, amazed at the daring courage 
of the men, determined to notify Ad- 
miral Sampson at once of their escape 
from death, 
It was added that their 
bravery had won the admiration of ,

Successot to W. A. Himes. 


A Torrent of Shells Fell Upon the 
Spanish Works. 


MARINES MAY HAVE BEEN LANDED

Admiral Sampson Riddles the 
Defenses.of Santiago. 


GREAT DAMAGE INFLICTED, 


Kingston, 
Jamaica, June 
8.—Tho 
American fleet Monday morning en­ 
gaged the Spanish batteries defending 
the entrance of the harbor of Santiago 
de Cuba, and after a three hours’ bom­ 
bardment silenced nearly all the forts, 
destroyed several earthworks and ren­ 
dered the Estrella and Cave batteries, 
the two principal fortifications, use­ 
less. 


The fleet formed in double column, 
six miles off Morro Castle, at G o’clock 
in the morning, and steamed slowly 
3,000 yards off shore, tho Brooklyn 
leading, followed by the Marblehead, 
Texas and Massachusetts, and turned 
westward. 
The second line, the New 
York leading, with the New Orleans, 
Yankee, Iowa and Oregon following, 
turned eastward. 


The Vixen and Suwanee were far out 
on the left Hank watching the riflemen 
on shore. The Dolphin and Porter did 
similar duty on the right flank. 
Tho 
line headed by the New York attacked 
the new earthworks near Morro Castle. 
The Brooklyn column took up a sta­ 
tion opposite the Estrella and Cata­ 
lina batteries and the new earthworks 
along the shore. 


The Spanish batteries remained si­ 
lent. 
It is doubtful whether the Span­ 
iards were able to determ ine the char­ 
acter of the m ovem ent, ow ing to tho 
den»$ fog and heavy rain. 
Suddenly 
the Iowa fired a 12 inch shell, which 
struck the base of 
the Estrella bat­ 
tery and tore up the works. 


Instantly flring began from both col­ 
umns, and a torrent of shells from the 
ships fell upon the Spanish works. 
The Spaniards replied promptly, but 
their shots went wide. 
Smoke settled 
around the ships in dense clouds, ren­ 
dering accurate aiming difficult. There 
was no maneuvering of the fleet, the 
ships remaining at their original sta­ 
tions and firing steadily. 
The squad­ 
rons were bo close in shore that it was 
difficult for the American gunners to 
reach the batteries on the hill tops, 
but their flring was excellent. 


Previous to the bombardment orders 
were issued to prevent flring on Morro 
Castie, as the American admiral had 
been informed that Lieutenant Hob­ 
son and tho other prisoners of the 
Merrimac are confined there. In spite 
of this, however, several stray shots 
damaged Morro Castle somewhat. 


Commodore 
Schley’s 
line moved 
closer in shore, flring at shorter range. 
The Brooklyn and Texas caused a wild 
havoc among the Spanish shore bat­ 
teries, quickly silencing them. While 
the larger ships were engaging the 
heavy batteries the Suwanee and the 
Vixen closed with the small in-shore 
battery opposite them, raining rapid 
flre shots upon it and quickly placing 
tho battery out of tho fight. 


The Brooklyn closed to 800 yards, 
and then the destruction caused by her 
guns and those of the Marblehead and 
Texas was really awful, In a few min­ 
utes the woodwork of the Estrella fort 
was burning and tho battery was si­ 
lenced, flring no more during the en­ 
gagement. 


Eastward the Now York and New 
Orleans silonccd the Cave battery in 
quick order, and then shelled 
the 
earthworks located higher up. 


Later tbe practice was not so accu­ 
rate, owing to the elevation of the 
guns. Many of the shells struck, how­ 
ever, and the Spanish gunners retired. 


Shortly after 9 o'clock the 
firing 
ceased, the warships-turning in order 
to permit the use of their port bat­ 
teries. 
The flring was then resumed, 
and became a long, reverberating crash 
of thunder, and the shells raked the 
Spanish batteries with terrible effect. 
Fire broke out in the Catalina fort 
and silenced the Spanish guns there. 


The firing of the fleet continued un­ 
til 10 o’clock, when the Spanish fire 
ceased entirely 
and Rear 
Admiral 
Sampson hoisted the “cease firing” sig- | 
nal.

Generally the fire of the fleet wa# • 
very destructive. 
Many of the earth­ 
works were knocked to pieces and the ' 
Bstralla 
and 
Catalina, 
fortittoatioiut1 


were so damaged that it is questioned 
whether they will ever be able to re­ 
new any effective work during the 
war. 


After the fleet had retired the Span­ 
iards returned to some of their guns 
and sent 12 shells after the fleet, but 
no one was injured. 
One large shell 
fell close to the collier Justin.

ADMIRAL SAMPSON’S REPORT. 


Ho D oes N o t M ention tlio R eported 
) 
L an d in g o f Troop«. 


Washington, June 8.—Shortly after 
7 o’clock last evening confirmation of 
the press dispatches concerning the 
bombardment of the foi'tifications of 
Santiago reached the navy department. 
It came in the form of a cablegram 
from Admiral Sampson, which 
was 
made public in the following bulletin: 


“Bombarded forts at Santiago 7:30 
to 10 a. m. today, June 6. 
Silenced 
works quickly without injury of any 
kind, though within 2,000 yards.” 


Only one additional point was elicit­ 
ed in questioning. 
That was that tho 
cablegram contained no information 
about the landing of either land forces 
or marines. 


It is pretty well understood that the 
bombardment was for the purpose of 
paving the way either for the landing 
of troops or actually to cover the land­ 
ing of marines and the few troops pre­ 
sumably already there.

Spanish sources indicate that a land­ 
ing was effected either during or im­ 
mediately 
after 
the 
bombardment 
This is regarded by naval authorities 
as entirely reasonable. 
It is not be­

It is deemed likely that he landed a 
sufficient force of marines to hold the 
ground he had gained and to make 
preparations for the landing of the

Madrid, June 8.—The following of­ 
ficial dispatch has been received from 
Admiral Cervera: 


“Six American vessels have bom­ 
barded the fortifications at Santiago 
and along the adjacent coast. 
Six 
were killed and 17 wounded on board 
the Reino Mercedes. 
Three officers 
were killed and an officer and 17 men 
were wounded among the troops. 


“The Ajnericans fired 1,500 shells ol 
different caliber. 
The 
damage 
in­ 
flicted upon the batteries of La Socapa 
and Morro Castle was unimportant. 
The barracks at Morro Castle suffered 
damage. 
The enemy had noticeable 
losses.” 


In the chamber of deputies Captain 
Aunon, minister of marine, read Ad­ 
miral Cervera’s dispatch and a dis­ 
patch from General Blanco to the ef­ 
fect that General Lenares had re­ 
pulsed an American attempt to effect 
a landing of troops at Aguedores. Thfl

{0 congratulate the army and navy.

men to Cuba and also to send an army 
to Porto Rico, as well as the Philip­ 
pines. 
A bill w as introduced in the 
national house that will enable soldiers

elections, 
wherever they m ay be. 
E. L. Thomp­ 
son, a volunteer of the F ifth Maryland, 
was drowned while bathing at Chick- 
am auga Park. 
Governor Holcomb, of 
Nebraska, announced that he will ap­ 
point Hon. William J. Bryan colonel 
of the Third Nebraska volunteers, and 
Bryan announced that he would ac­ 
cept. 
Fred D. Grant, son of the great 
general, was sworn in at Chickamauga 
as a brigadier general, the oath being 
administered by George A. Harris, an 
ex-Confederate. 
There was g**eat en­ 
thusiasm. 


Aside from

forts the dispatches of Thursday added 
little to the war nev/s. Domingo Men­ 
dez Capote, vice president of the Cu­ 
ban republic, arrived in New York, and 
in an interview a •clared there are 30,- 
000 men, fully armed and equipped, in 
the Cuban army, and 20,000 more armed 
with machetes. 
All the dispatches tell 
of the dreadful destitution in Santiago. 
Soldiers at San Francisco who cannot 
be sent to Manila are hoping for H a­ 
waiian annexation and that they m ay 
be sent to Honolulu. 
"Teddy” Roose­ 
velt’s cavalry regiment of rough riders 
arrived at Tampa, 


Last Friday night there was a ban­ 
quet in London which w as tendered by 
eminent 
Englishm en 
to 
prominent 
members of the American colony. The 
banqueters wore “the flag of the fu­ 
ture,” the Stars and Stripes and the 
Union Jack blended, on coats of arms, 
and the speeches of the Britons were 
all highly eulogistic of our institutions. 
Sir Frederick Pollock predicted that 
there would be “one fleet under two 
flags to keep the peace of the world.“ 
Further reports came from Commodore 
Schley of his recent reconnoisance at 
Santiago, showing that he had inflicted 
considerable dam age on the fortifica­ 
tions, while our ships were wholly un­ 
injured, the Spanish imitation of gun­ 
nery approaching the ridiculous. 
The 
censorship at southern coast points has 
grown more rigid, and not a line re­ 
garding the m ovem ent of troops can 
be sent out, indicating that the trans­ 
portation of troops to Cuba and Porto 
Rico is rapidly progressing.

HIS REPORT TO CONSUL WILDMAN 


H as T aken O ver T w o Thousand P r is­ 
oners, Including: th e G overnor of 
C avite—A m erican Captain Says Therd 
W ill Soon Bo No Spanish A rm y Left*

"Before opening an attack upon any 
town I summon the Spanish officer in 
command to surrender.

quite ready to flghts and he asked if I 
would defer the attack for three hours. 
I complied. 


“The first engagem ent w e had w ith 
the Spaniards occurred on May 28, 
when we captured 19, with their arm s 
and ammunition. 
Toward evening w^ 
hemmed them in. 
One hundred and 
ninety Cazadores and 70 loyal natives 
participated. 
W e lost four killed. The 
Spaniards lost 1G killed, including one 
officer. The result of this engagem ent 
w as 
that 
fighting 
became 
genera! 
throughout the province of Cavite. A f* 
ter four days' fighting over 2,000 Span-, 
iards were taken prisoners, including^ 
m any officers and General 
Leopoido 
Pena, governor of Cavite, wrho handed 
me his sword, revolver and golden b&lt, 
and a formal letter of surrender.’1 


An American naval captain writes as 
follows: 
“In my opinion the rebels 
have undergone a radical change since 
the arrival of Aguinaldo. 
The Span­ 
iards have lost all during the time h<* 
has been there, and if our people don't 
hurry there won’t be any Spanish army 
left at the end of the fight.” 


The American ships have taken no 
part in the fighting. Neither boats nor 
m en have been landed, and statem ents 
to the contrary are false, 
Dispatches 
from Manila say that Agpinaldo u 
doing splendid work. 
Monday of last 
week he routed the Spaniards, taking 
400 prisoners, among them 28 officers. 
On the W ednesday following he took 
50 prisoners and four fiejd pieces in a 
battle at a point between Cavite and 
Manila. 


On Thursday, when this dispatch left 
Manila, he had cornered 150 Spaniards 
in an old church at Cavite, and, not 
caring to bombard, he was starving 
them. 
He treats his prisoners w«-U 
Four towns are now in possession of 
the rebels. It is reported that the g o v ­ 
ernor general of the Philippines w a n t­ 
ed to surrender, but his officers prevail- 
ed upon him to hold out. 
The capi' i* 
of the province of B atanagas has be**n 
taken by the insurgents, and the g o v ­ 
ernor attempted to commit suicide, The 
governor of Malabar is also a prisoner. 
The insurgents from other provin* e» 
are advancing on Manila. 


A proclamation issued by Aguinaldo. 
the insurgent chief, points to a de&ir* 
to set up a native administration in m e 
Philippines under an American protec­ 
torate. 
Aguinaldo, with an advisory 
council, 
would 
hold the dictatorship 
until the conquest of the islands and 
would then establish a republican a s­ 
sembly.

Had it not been for these telephones 
many a diver who is at work today 
would have been dead, simply because 
he would not have had the means to 
tell of his peril in time to have been 
saved.

• • This invention makes it possible for 
the diver's tender to hear even a 
whisper -from the man below water, 
and the attendant can talk with equal 
facility to the man he has to care for. i 
The telephone's ends are fastened to 
the heads of both men, and gives 
them full use of their hands. By a 
wire connection made above water by 
two tenders, a diver can talk to an- 
other who is working some distance 
from him. 
The old system of signal- 


ing wants by the number of tugs at 
the life line was very unsatisfactory, 
for often the signals were misunder- 
stood, and many a diver lost his life 
for that reason. 
• Sis of these telephones were in use 
by the divers working on the wreck of 
the Maine in Havana harbor. They 
saved the lives of several of the men 
who had so fallen that they would 
have been strangled unless their diffi- 
culty was distinctly understood. What 
a man says can be understood always, 
but he cannot always signal and be 
sure of making what he wants to say 
understood, even though he is sure of 
the code of signals.—New York Press.

All that remains above earth of the 
irresponsible crank who fired the shot 
which ended the life of President 
James A, Garfield is the skeleton, 
brain and stuffed head, which are now 
preserved among other ghastly relics 
in the Army Medical Museum at tho 
city of Washington. The skeleton was 
cleaned by the museum workmen im­ 
mediately after Ihe execution, and 
has since been kept in a glass case in 
an out-of-the-way corner of the great 
National repository of ghastly curios. 
Each bone is carefully lettered with 
indelible ink, probably as a means of 
identification should the skeleton or a 
portion of it be stolen. 


The brain is kept in a large glass jar 
of alcohol, and, like the skeleton, its 
presence in the building is known to 
but few outside of the emplo3'es. 


The most grewsome memento of tho 
great tragedy of 1881 kept by the mu­ 
seum authorities is the mounted head 
of Guiteau. 
Before putting the body' 
in the boiler,for the purpose ofre> 
moving the flesh from the the bones, 
the head was cut off and the skull do- 
nuded of its skin and flesh. After this 
had been done, the skin was sewed up 
and stuffed, so that it would look as 
lifelike as possible, and then pickled 
in alcohol. 


After this ghoulish work had all 
been completed 
the flesh was cre­ 
mated by those having tho work in 
charge, this last act taking place on 
the night of November 27, 1882. — Xew 
York Advertiser.

Veritas classification of ships relating 
to the mercantile navy of the world 
give the total number of sea-going 
vessels now afloat measuring over fifty 
tons, as 25,570, with an aggregate ton­ 
nage of 9,323,995 tons. 
Of this num­ 
ber, Great Britain comes first with 
6793 ships of ‘3,333,607 tons. 
The 
United States is second with 3824 ves­ 
sels and 1,262,317 tons. 
Norway is 
third with nearly 1000 less vessels 
than the United States, but nearly the 
same amount of tonnage. 
France oc­ 
cupies only the eighth rank, between 
Sweden and Greece. In regard to tho 
steamers, England counts 5771 ves­ 
sels, with nearly 10,000,000 
tons. 
Germany, which comes second, has 
826 steamers, 
of 
1,306,711 tons. 
France third, with 501 steamers, and 
864,598 tons, while the United States 
holds fourth place, with 447 steamers 
and 703,339 tons.

Dogwood’s Many Uses. 
Dogwood 
wands 
make 
excellent 
whipstoeks, and are used in some of 
the best whips. They are cut sometimes 
by coachmen in the suburbs and sent 
to- town to be dressed and made up into 
whips. The stocks made of this wood 
are notable for thoir ornamental knobs 
at regular intervals, being the trun­ 
cated and rounded branches. 
These 
are imitated 4n some other whipstoeks, 
but the imitation is a cause of weak­ 
ness. 
The dogwood stocks are ex­ 
tremely tough and elastic, being com­ 
parable in elasticity with whalebone. 
The wood is used also for butchers* 
skewers, and some philologists conjec­ 
ture that the first syllable of the name 
is a corruption of “dag,” meaning o 
spine or dagger. Dogwood, as being pe­ 
culiarly free from silex, is used by 
watchmakers and opticians in clew ­ 
ing watches and lenses. 
The bitter 
bark of the dogwood is used also as a 
substitute for tho Peruvian quinine 
tree. 
Dogwood is notably 
of slow 
growth, and in all thickly populated 
regions the tree is recklessly despoiled 
for 'tho sake of its blossoms, so that 
the supply of the wood for commercial 
purposes is not large.—New York Sun.

HOLLAND'S FENIAN RAM. 


A Submarine Boat WHh » Curlow* 


tory Now Lying >'«*'««*««*• 


The submarine torpedo boat witb 


•which Mr. Holland has been experi- 
menting about New York is not hu 
first veuture in that line. 
Sixteen 


years ago he built a similar vessel 
for several Irish patriots, headed by 
James Reynolds of New Haven,Conn., 
and the vessel was among the effects 
of Mr. Beynolds' estate. For the last 
thirteen years' it has lain neglected 
under an old shed near Mill Biver, 
New Haven, but its owners assert that 
it is still seaworthy. 
It is a cigar- 


shaped affair, built of iron, thirty feet 
long, and about six in depth at the 
deepest part. 
It bad no electrical 


equipment, but was provided with 
steam engines and a propeller. 
All 


the machinery was removed long ago. 


The craft has always been known as 


the Fenian ram. 
It is said that it 


had several trials sixteen years ago 
off the New Jersey coast, and Mr. 
Beynolds during his lifetime was ac- 
customed to declare that it had ful- 
filled every expectation entertained of 
it. 
He himself v.-as on board during 


one trip. 
The Fenian ram did not 


submerge itself by diving, like the 
new Holland boat, but sank. 
Experi- 


ments were made to test its effective- 
ness as a ram, with encouraging re- 
sults. 
Still attached to its bow is a 


sort of boring apparatus, intended to 
penetrate hulls either of iron or wood. 
It lias no difficulty in staying sub- 
merged for five hours. 
It cost- ae« 


cording to the statement of its present 
keeper, about $40,000, all of which 
is believed to have been furnished by 
the F*enian societies. 


No one seems to know who is the 


Owner of this craft. 
It is at presents 


in charge of Capt P. O'Connor,' soff- 
in-law of James Beynolds. Mr. Bey- 
nolds, who brought it to New Haven 
thirteen years ago, was an Irish 
patriot of world-wide fame. 
It was 


he who was principally instrumental 
in arranging for the voyage of the 
merchantman Catalpa, which sailed 
from New Bedford in 1875 under the 
command of Captain John Anthony, 
and, after aseries of adventures, effected 
the escape of the six prisoners at 
Freemantle, Australia, condemned to 
life imprisonment for their part in the 
Fenian rising in 1866. 
They were 


the companions of John Boyle O'Beilly, 
•who niadeiiis own escape the year be- 
fore. 
Mr. Beynplds risked all his 


property"iu thisVenture, and was ever 
afterward familiarly known as Catalpa 
Jim. 
He died in New Haven last Au- 


gust. A few months previous to his 
death a banquet was given in his 
honor at the New Haven house. 
It'is believed that Mr. Holland's 


first submarine boat was constructed 
for Mr. Beynolds aud other Fenians 
for use against the British govern- 
ment. 
At the time of her construc- 


tion several well know New Haven 
men had gone to Ireland and been 
imprisoned 
on account 
of 
their 


activity against England. It is thonglit 
that Mr. Beynolds nourished plans 
for their rescue, and that his sub- 
marine ram was built in view of his 
intended operations. 
It was never 


put to any practical use. New Haven 
Irishmen have suggested in case the 
new Holland boat fulfilled the expec- 
tations entertained of it, that Mr. 
Beynold's craft be presented to the 
government. With a few repairs and 
changes they believe that the X>ld 
Fenian ram might prove useful.—New 
lrork Sun.

AN EXECRATED CUBAN WOMAN WHO 
WAS WEYLER'S SPY.

Cuban women have run the gamut 
of misery and suffering for thoir be­ 
loved island. 
B ut here is the story 
of a Cuban woman who sacrificed her 
friends, her relatives and her country 
for her Spanish lover. 


I t is not a pleasant story—this of 
Nina Diaz, the beautiful, fascinating, 
unscrupulous spy of the bloody Wey- 
’ler’s regime. 
Well for the fair name 
of Cuban women that there are no 
other stories like it. 
Through her in­ 
fatuation for a Spanish officer she be- 
» came the tool of “ the butcher, ” and 
the moral responsibility of many of 
the atrocities committed by the mon­ 
ster general may be laid at the door 
of this traitress to her country. 


Nina Diaz is the daughter of Felix 
Diaz, who owned a small tobacco plan­ 
tation near Santiago, 
Cuba. 
Diaz 
earned a comfortable income from his 
ranch, but when the struggle for inde­ 
pendence began he left his plantation, 
aud with his two sons joined tho army 
of General Capote. 


Nina and her mother left thoir home 
at the same time, and went to Havana 
to live. 


Nina was a typical Cuban beauty, 
dazzling, voluptuous and enticing. 


When a daughter of the tropics 
loves, it is with her whole heart and 
soul. 
Nina fell in love with a member 
of W evler’s staff, a young lieutenant 
of infantry, who had just been as­ 
signed to the Spanish secret service in 
Havana. 


Weyler wanted some women spies. 
I t was his theory that a shrewd wom­ 
an was tho best possible spy if she 
conducted her campaign on a love 
basis. 
To this end he urged the 
young officers about him to make use 
of their sweethearts to discover the 
plans of the insurgents. 


The lover of Nina Diaz persuaded 
her to join the Spanish secret service, 
and throw all the force of her beauty, 
cleverness, and magnetism against her 
native country.. 


Nina’s beauty aud intelligence soon 
attracted attention, and she became 
popular 
with 
Americans and 
Cu­ 
bans. 
On steamer days Miss Diaz 
made her promenades upon the wharf 
or upon the decks of outgoing vessels. 
In this way she met any number of 
people, and secured most valuable in­ 
formation, which, through her lover, 
was imparted to Weyler. 


Nina Diaz’s success was so signal 
in Havana that Weyler decided to 
send her into the provinces to report 
the movements of the rebels. 


H er first venture was in Santiago, 
near her old home. 
Disguised as a 
poor girl, she went about with a small 
book begging for contributions for the 
sick and wounded of the insurgent 
army. 


H undreds of arrests followed. F am ­ 
ilies were broken up, unhappy m oth­ 
ers and children were thrust into pri­ 
son, a trail of misery an d suffering 
and death marked the i>ath of this 
beautiful, cruel spy. 


One day Nina was caught by a Cu­ 
ban picket in communication with a 
Spanish officer. 
The spy and the 
Spaniard were* captured, and brought 
before the chief of the insurgents. 


Nina’s cleverness and sang-froid did 
not descrf her. 
She informed her 
captors that she was the daughter of 
Felix Diaz, a Cutton insurgent, who 
was known to be in the neighborhood. 
She was on her way to visit her father, 
she declared, when the Spaniard had 
captured her, 
aud 
endeavored by 
bribes and threats to make her reveal 
the camp of the insurgents. 


The story was not credited at first, 
but the insurgents sent for her father 
and brothers, and on thoir arrival she 
was released. 


At dusk that evening Nina escaped 
and reacned the Spanish lines. Using 
the information she carried them, the 
Spaniards next morning attacked the 
insurgents, 
and a fearful slaughter 
ensued. 


By Cubans the name of Nina Diaz 
is execrated. 


B ut Weyler declared of her that she 
was the only loyal Cuban on the 
• island,

STRANGE 
CONFESSIONS. 


M en W h o 
lla v o 
C onfessed to 
C rim e 
W h ic h T h e y N ever C o m m itte d . 


That a man on the rack, with every 
nerve quivering, 
with every nerve 
drawn to its utm ost tension, with the 
pain increasing in intensity and vio­ 
lence, should confess himself tho per­ 
petrator of crime is natural enough. 
The prospect of relief from atftual pain 
is a temptation that binds the suffer to 
th e ’future. 
B ut it may seem strange, 
and is indeed one of the most inexplic­ 
able things in human history, that men 
have been induced by religious exhor­ 
tations and other means of persuasion 
to sign their own death w arrants by 
confessing crimes actually never com­ 
mitted. 
Such in England was the 
case of John Perry, executed near 
Campden in 1661, with his mother and 
brother, for m urdering William H ar­ 
rison, steward for Lady Hampden. 
The testimonv against them was chief- 
%f 
o 


ly the confession of John Perry him ­ 
self, but, to the astonishment of all, 
Harrison, who had been kidnaped and 
carried off, returned two years after 
the execution. 


In 1812 a nym named Russell Col­ 
vin, living at Manchester, Vt., dis­ 
appeared, and suspicions of foul play 
were enterti*ined. 
Public opinion at­ 
tributed his m urder to Stephen and 
Jesse Boorn. 
Still, as there was no 
definite ground on which to arrest 
them, the excitement gradually drew 
away. 
In 1818, however, a Mr. Boorn 
dreamed that he had been murdered 
by two men, whom ho fixed upon as 
his nephews, Stephen and Jesse. The 
ghost of the murdered man even speci­ 
fied the place of the m urder and the 
old cellar hole where the mangled 
body had been thrust. 
Here a knife 
and buttons were found, which were 
identified as belonging to Colvin. 
On 
this the meu were arrested. 
Stephen 
and Colvin had quarreled just before 
the disappearance of the latter, and 
Stephen had been seen to strike him 
with a club and knock him doM'n. 


In a short time Jesse confessed that 
he and Stephen, 
with their father, 
after Stephen knocked him down, had 
carried him to the old cellar and cut 
his throat with a jack-knife. 
He fur­ 
ther stated that the next year they 
made away with most of the bones oi 
their victim. 
Stephen, after a time, 
admitted the truth of Jesse’s confes­ 
sion. 
On this they were convicted 
and sentenced to be hanged on the 
28th of January, 1820. 
They applied 
for commutation 
of the 
sentence, 
and, as some believed their innocence, 
advertisements were inserted in vari­ 
ous papers for Colvin. Not long after­ 
ward a letter appeared in the New 
York Evening Post, signed by a Mr. 
Chad wick,and dated Shrewsbury, N. J . , 
December 6, 
1819, stating 
that a 
slightly deranged man named Bussell 
Colvin had been there five vears be- 
fore. 
This was generally looked upon 
as a hoax, but Jas. Whelpley of New 
York, who knew Colvin, resolved to 
follow up the clue, and actually found 
Colvin at the house of William Pol- 
hemus, at Dover, N .J., where he had 
been since April, 1813. 


Mr. Wbelpley took him to New 
Ybrk, the common council gave him 
means to proceed to Vermont, and he 
arrived at Manchester on the 22d day 
of December. 


The whole i>lace was in a state ol 
wild excitement. 
People gathered in 
from all the surrounding country tc 
see the dead alive. 
A cannon was 
brought out, and Colvin was saluted 
with a discharge of cannon and small 
arms, Stephen Boorn firing the first 
piece. 
There Avas much discussion, 
some attributing it to the effect of im­ 
prisonment, a general sort of panic, 
terror, and others to the injudicious 
advice and exhortations of a clergy­ 
man.

approach the soil of Cuba in this re ­ 
spect. 
With its mild climate, its ex­ 
uberant vegetation, and the eagerness 
of the earth to respond to the slight­ 
est efforts in the way of culture, Cuba 
offers au ideal home for the man in 
love with the agricultural life. 


The commerce of Cuba, even under 
the blighting rule of the Spaniard, 
has been great. 
I 11 1S93, before the 
curse of Avar fell on the island, Cuba 
exported 718,204 tons of sugar, and 
produced 815,894 tons. 
Its exports 
of molasses to the United States alone 
in that year were 7654 hogsheads. Of 
rum the exports were 9308 pipes. 
In 
1803 the Cuban exports of leaf tobacco 
were 227,865 bales. 
Of manufactured 
cigars 147,365,000 were exported, and 
of 
cigarettes 
39.581,493 
packages. 
These are only the main exports. 
They show what may be done with the 
exhaustless soil and climate of the is­ 
land, when its people were in a condi­ 
tion of virtual slavery, at a time when 
chattel slavery had been abolished 
only seven years. 
It is an axiom of 
economic science that free labor is in­ 
definitely more productive than slave 
labor, and the industrial growth of 
the United States is an example of the 
expansion of industry when enterprise 
is unhampered by the curse of slavery, 
and by foreign political interference. 
Cuba’s chief industries were growing 
in spite of the drain upon her before 
the present war began, for in 1894 her 
total production of sugar was 1,054,214 
tons, an increase of 238,320 tons over 
the preceding year. 


The natural resources of Cuba are 
infinite, one may say, in variety. 
Of 
her area only 10 per c6nt. is under 
cultivation, 7 percent, isnotreclaimed, 
and 4 per cent, is under forests. Great 
tracts of the island are practically u n ­ 
explored. 
She had in 1894 a popula­ 
tion of a little more than 1,500,000. 
Of these nearly one-third have been 
starved to death during the present 
war. 
Qnbti could support in plenty a 
population of 10,000,000. 
Her for­ 
ests aro stocked with the finest wood 
in the world—wood, several species of 
which are as hard as iron, turning the 
edge of the axe, and remaining imper­ 
ishable under water. There are found 
woods invaluable for the dye industry, 
ebony, cedar, fustic, lancewood, ma­ 
hogany, rosewood, jocuma, acana and 
many others. 
There are fifty varie­ 
ties of palm. 
H er fruits are valuable 
and little cultivated. 
The climate is 
admirably suited for tho olive; and the 
orange, the lemon, the pineapple and 
the banana are indigenous. 


The mineral resources of the island 
are great, yet* the mineral industries 
are in their infancy. 
Almost all the 
metals are found in Cuba. 
There are 
gold, silver, mercury, copper, lead, 
and all the forms of asphaltum; anti­ 
mony, magnesia, copperas, gypsum, 
red lead, ochre, salt, arsenic, talc and 
many others. 
Copper is abundant in 
all the metamorphic rocks of Cuba. It 
is true that coal is yet undiscovered, 
but under a free republic capital would 
flow into the island, and there is no 
doubt that true coal would soon be 
found to replace the bitumen that is 
now used, and which is found in springs 
and mines in great quantities, 


Cuba is rich in marble, awaiting 
the capital of the speculator, 
Great 
deposits of this rock are found, and in 
the Isle of Pines there is marUJe of a 
quality as fine as the best of that m a­ 
terial used by the sculptor. 
Beau­ 
tifully colored marble and jasper are 
common. 
On the coasts are iuSmense 
deposits of rook salt, and there are 
also unlimited quantities of the purest 
white sand, capable of being convert­ 
ed into fine earthenware. 
Even the 
illustrious Humboldt was amazed at 
the richness and variety of the mineral 
wealth of Cuba,

One of the first productions the 


American republic was proud of was 
the American sailor, or, as he was af- 
fectionately called, the "Yankee tar." 
It was a very small navy that was set 
afloat by the revolted colonies in the 
revolution to contend with the great- 
est naval power in the world, but it 
made a great record for sailing and 
lighting. Our navy has already writ- 
ten a brave story on the pages of our 
history. 
In face of our own declara- 


tions to the contrary, we have always 
when the emergency came, had ready 
within the necessary period the ships 
and the sailors. It has been our habit 
for a very long time to assert our in- 
feriority, but there has always been a 
stanch craft to carry the American 
flag to any point of the earth's surface 
where honor or duty required it to 
go, and to keep it flying in honor after 
it got there. 


The United States has a great in- 


land population, 
dwelling 
remote 


from the ocean and its commerce and 
its life, but the American is never a 
landlubber. He takes to the sea on 
occasion, wherever he may have been 
reared, just as in war times he shows 
a genius for the artillery. 
In his 


country there are lakes on which 
navies may perform their evolutions, 
and rivers where steam fleets muy 
meet. On lake Charnplain the Yankee 
tar kept up a fire which old English 
sailors said they had seen equalled 
only in Nelson's great fight at Copen- 
hagen. 


It has been the popular belief that 


our sailors were recruited from foreign 
countries, that the Yankee tar, strictly 
speaking, did not exist, but this is one 
of the numerous mistakes we have 
made about ourselves. It was in 1890 
that the nativity of the sailors of the 
American navy was enrolled. In April 
of that year 53 per cent, of the whole 
enlisted force—7516 men and appren- 
tices—were Described as 
American 


citizens. In 1896 Secretary Herbert 
reported that 72 per cent, of the en- 
listed men were American citizens and 
82 per cent, of the apprentices were 
natives of the United States. 


From these figures it will be seen 


that the American navy is more Ameri- 
can than it ever was before. 
The 


future navy is to be oflicered and 
manned from the apprentices who are 
natives of our soil. Every American 
sailor is the inheritor of glorious tra- 
ditions. 
Every generation of Ameri- 


can sailors has proved worthy of ita 
predecessors.—Kansas City 'Star.

Monday's dispatches brought further 


details of the fights of our marines 
with Spanish guerillas at Guantanamo 
bay, together with the news of other 
attacks by the guerillas on Sunday 
night. The Spanish losses are believed 
to be heavy. It is known that, while 
our warships are landing food and am- 
munition for the insurgents near San- 
tiago, the people in Santiago are in a 
state of semi-starvation. All the sol- 
diers but four of a volunteer com- 
pany from Butte, Mont., now at San 
Francisco, refused to go out on drill, 
declaring they had not been given suf- 
ficient food to maintain their strength. 
As they were excused from drill duty, 
and were not disciplined. It would 
seem that their complaint was well 
founded.

Washington, June 16.—The principal 


war news on Wednesday of last week 
«ame in a dispatch from Cape Hartten.

tnanera. oa the bay of Guantanamo, by 
five ships of Admiral Sampson's squad- 
ron. The Spaniards were forced to 
abandon their positions on the shore 
and retreat to the town proper, where 
they were preparing for a final desper- 
ate struggle, the Spanish commander 
having issued orders to burn Caiman- 
era before surrendering it Into the 
hands of the Americans. The story of 
the bombardment, which was coming 
by cable from Santiago to Cape Hay- 
tlen, was suddenly interrupted, showing 
that the cable had been cut. In a re- 
port to the Spanish cabinet from Man- 
ila Captain General Augustl declared 
that It would be Impossible for him "to 
hold the ground against two enemies." 
He confirmed the reports of insurgent 
successes. 


On Thursday the dispatches from 


Madrid gave the Impreasjon that Spain 
•Was preparing to make an official plea 
for a cessation of hostilities, but thus 
far no move to that end has reached 
Washington.

WAS WEYLER’S SPY. 


Kina Diaz Sacrificed H er Friend»! H er 


Relatives 
an d H er N ative I#and for 
^Lovo of a Spanish Officer—Some of UiSr 


D arin * E x p lo its-N o t a P leasan t Story. 
Cuban womeu have run tlie gamut 
of misery and suffering for their be­ 
loved island. 
But here is the story 
of a Cuban woman who sacrificed her 
friends, her relatives and her country 
for her Spanish lover. 


It is not a pleasant story—this of 
Nina Diaz, the beautiful, fascinating, 
unscrupulous spy of the bloody Wey- 
vler’s regime. 
Well for the fair name 
of Cuban women that there are no 
other stories like it. 
Through her in­ 
fatuation for a Spanish officer she be- 
» came the tool of “ the butcher,” and 
the moral responsibility of many of 
the atrocities committed by the mon­ 
ster general may be laid at the door 
of this traitress to her country. 


Nina Diaz is the daughter of Felix 
Diaz, who owned a small tobacco plan­ 
tation near Santiago, Cuba. 
Diaz 
earned a comfortable income from his 
ranch, but when the struggle for inde­ 
pendence began he left his plantation, 
and with his two sons joined the army 
of General Capote. 


Nina and her mother left thoir home 
at the same time, and went to Havana 
to live. 


Nina was a typical Cuban beauty, 
dazzling, voluptuous and enticing. 


When a daughter of the tropics 
loves, it is with her whole heart and 
soul. 
Nina fell in love with a member 
of Wevlev’s staff, a young lieutenant 
of infantry, who had just been as­ 
signed to the Spanish secret service in 
Havana. 


Weyler wanted some women spies. 
It was his theory that a shrewd wom­ 
an was the best possible spy if she 
conducted her campaign on a love 
basis. 
To this end he urged the 
young officers about him to make use 
of their sweethearts to discover the 
plans of the insurgents. 


The lover of Nina Diaz persuaded 
her to join the Spanish secret service, 
and throw all the force of her beauty, 
cleverness, and magnetism against her 
native country.. 


Nina’s beauty and intelligence soon 
attracted attention, and she became 
popular with 
Americans and Cu­ 
bans. 
On steamer days Miss Diaz 
made her promenades upon the wharf 
or upon the decks of outgoing vessels. 
In this way she met any number of 
people, and secured most valuable in­ 
formation, which, through her lover, 
was imparted to Weyler. 


Nina Diaz’s success was so signal 
in Havana that Weyler decided to 
send her into the provinces to rej^ort 
the movements of the rebels. 


Her first venture Mras in Santiago, 
near her old home. 
Disguised as a 
poor girl, she went about with a small 
book Tjegging for contributions for the 
sick and wounded of the insurgent 
army. 


Hundreds of arrests followed. Fam­ 
ilies were broken up, unhappy moth­ 
ers and children were thrust into pri­ 
son, a trail of misery amV'suffering 
and death marked the j>ath of this 
beautiful, cruel spy. 


One day Nina was caught by a Cu­ 
ban picket in communication with a 
Spanish officer. 
The spy and the 
Spaniard were captured, and brought 
before the chief of the insurgents. 


Nina’s cleverness and sang-froid did 
not descrf her. 
She informed her 
captors that she was the daughter of 
Felix Diaz, a Cutftrn insurgent, who 
was known to be in the neighborhood. 
She was on her way to visit her father, 
she declared, when the Spaniard had 
captured her, and 
endeavored by 
bribes and threats to make her reveal 
the camp of the insurgents. 


The story was not credited at first, 
but the insurgents sent for her father 
and brothers, and on their arrival she 
was released. 


At dusk that evening Nina escaped 
and reached the Spanish lines. Using 
the information she carried them, the 
Spaniards next morning attacked the 
insurgents, and a fearful slaughter 
ensued. 


By Cubans the name of Nina Diaz 
is execrated. 


But Weyler declared of her that she 
was the only loyal Cuban on the 
, island.

STRANGE 
CONFESSIONS. 


Men W ho Have 
Confesncd to 
Crime 
W hich They Never C om m itted. 


That a man on the rack, with every 
nerve quivering, with every nerve 
drawn tc itn utmost tension, with the 
pain increasing in intensity and vio* 
lence, should confess himself the per« 
petrator of crime is natural enough. 
The prospect of relief from actual pain 
is a temptation that binds the suffer to 
the’future. 
But it may seem strange, 
and is indeed oneof the mostinexplio- 
able things in human history, that men 
have been induced by religious exhor­ 
tations and other means of persuasion 
to sign thoir own death warrants by 
confessing crimes actually never com­ 
mitted. 
Such in England was the 
case of John Perry, executed near 
Canipden in 1661, with his mother and 
brother, for murdering William Har­ 
rison, steward for Lady Hampden. 
The testimony against them was chief* 
%/ 
o 
ly the confession of John Perry him­ 
self, but, to the astonishment of all, 
Harrison, who had been kiduaped and 
carried off, returned two years after 
the execution. 


In 1812 a nvm named Russell Col­ 
vin, living at Manchester, Vt.f dis­ 
appeared, and suspicions of foul play 
were entertained. 
Public opinion at­ 
tributed his murder to Stephen and 
Jesse Boorn. 
Still, as there was no 
definite ground on which to arrest 
them, the excitement gradually drew 
away. 
In 1818, however, a Mr. Boorn 
dreamed that he had been murdered 
by two men, whom ho fixed upon as 
his nephews, Stephen and Jesse. The 
ghost of the murdered man even speci­ 
fied the place of the murder and the 
old cellar hole where the mangled 
body had been thrust. 
Here a knife 
and buttons were found, which were 
identified as belonging to Colvin. 
On 
this the men were arrested. 
Stephen 
and Colvin had quarreled just before 
the disap j:> ear an ce of the latter, and 
Stephen had been seen to strike him 
with a club and knock him down. 


In a short time Jesse confessed that 
he and Stephen, with their father, 
after Stephen knocked him down, had 
carried him to the old cellar and cut 
his throat with a jack-knife. 
He fur­ 
ther stated that the next year they 
made away writh most of the bones oi 
their victim. 
Stephen, after a time, 
admitted the truth of Jesse’s confes­ 
sion, 
On this they were convicted 
and sentenced to be hanged on the 
28th of January, 1820. 
They applied 
for commutation of the 
sentence, 
and, as some believed their innocence, 
advertisements were inserted in vari­ 
ous papers for Colvin. Not long after­ 
ward a letter appeared in the New 
York Evening Post, signed by a Mr. 
Chad wick, and dated Shrewsbury, N. J . , 
December 6, 1819, stating that a 
slightly deranged man named Russell 
Colvin had been there five vears be- 
fore. 
This was generally looked upon 
as a hoax, but Jas. Whelpley of New 
York, who knew Colvin, resolved to 
follow up the clue, and actually found 
Colvin at the house of William Pol* 
hemus, at Dover, N.J., where he had 
been since April, 1813. 


Mr. Wbelpley took him to New 
York, the common council gave him 
means to proceed to Vermont, and he 
arrived at Manchester on the 22d day 
of December. 


The whole place was in a state oi 
wild excitement, 
People gathered in 
from all the surrounding country tc 
see the dead alive. 
A cannon was 
brought out, and Colvin was saluted 
with a discharge of cannon and small 
arms, Stephen Boorn firing the firsl 
piece. 
There was much discussion, 
some attributing it to the effect of im­ 
prisonment, a general sort of panic, 
terror, and others to the injudicious 
advice and exhortations of a clergy­ 
man.

Cost of a London Fog. 


Figures taken from an official source 
show that the excess in the day’s gas 
bill, after a day’s continuous dense 
fog in London, would represent the 
supply of a town with from 10,000 to 
20,000 inhabitants for a whole year. 
The total consumption on one foggy 
day was 150,000,000 cubic feet, the 
excess in the output by the Gas Light 
& Coke company alone being 35,000,* 
000 cubic feet. 
The total cost of the 
gas consumed was £24,000, of which 
about £8000 was due to the fog. 
In 
addition there must be added the cost 
of electricity, oil, etc., and the loss ol 
business by stoppage of traffic and 
lack of custom is a serious matter foi 
the West End shopkeepers, 


That there is other loss than the 
mere worldly one is demonstrated bj 
a spiritualist, who gives striking tes« 
timony that London fog interferes 
terribly with the manifestations to the 
faithful. 4 The lady spiritualist relates 
that after twenty years spiritualist 
mediumahip returned to her unsought 
immediately on her arrival at Bath 
from smoky London,—London Mail.

THE RESOURCES OF CUBA 


HER PROSPECTS FOR PROSPERITY 
WHEN A LASTING PEACE COMES. 


Tho Choicest T.ands in California Can­ 
not A pproach tho Soil of Cuba in F e r­ 
tility —Tho M ineral W e a lth of tho I s ­ 
la n d —I t Is an A gricultural l ’aradiso. 
Now that Cuba is assured of her 
freedom, it may be interesting to in­ 
quire into the resources of tho coun­ 
try, and ask what may be her pros­ 
pects for prosperity when she is no 
longer restrained and overtaxed by the 
greedy government of Spain. 
Tho 
area of Cuba is about 42,000 square 
miles. 
Its greatest length is 7G0 
miles, and its breadth ranges from 20 
to 135 miles. 
Perhaps there is no 
space of earth the equal in size to 
Cuba that can begin to compare with 
her in tho production of those things 
that are useful to mam 
Antonio y 
Morales, a noted authority, has pre­ 
pared a table showing the variety and 
quantities of the staples that can be 
raised on a tract of thirty-three acres 
in Cuba. 
A farm of that size in one 
year produces thousands of pounds of 
sugar, coffee, tobacco, cacao (choco­ 
late), cotton,indigo, rice, sage, bananas 
and yucca. 
The choicest lands in 
California—noted for tho variety and 
quantity of tlieiv products—cannot 
approach the soil of Cuba in this re­ 
spect. 
With its mild climate, its ex­ 
uberant vegetation, and the eagerness 
of the earth to respond to the slight­ 
est efforts in the way of culture, Cuba 
oilers an ideal home for the man in 
love with the agricultural life. 


The commerce of Cuba, even under 
the blighting rule of the Spaniard, 
has been great. 
In 1893, before the 
curse of war fell on the island, Cuba 
exported 718,204 tons of sugar, and 
produced 815,894 tons. 
Its exports 
of molasses to the United States alone 
In that year were 7654 hogsheads. Of 
rum the exports were 9308 pipes. In 
1893 the Cuban exports of leaf tobacco 
were 227,865* bales. 
Of manufactured 
cigars 147,365,000 were exported, and 
of cigarettes 
39.581,493 packages. 
These are only the main exports. 
They show M'hat may be done with the 
exhaustless soil and climate of the is­ 
land, when its people were in a condi­ 
tion of virtual slavery, at a time when 
chattel slavery had been abolished 
only seven years. 
It is an axiom of 
economic st ience that free labor is in­ 
definitely more productive than slave 
labor, and the industrial growth of 
the United States is an example of the 
expansion of industry when enterprise 
is unhampered by the curse of slavery, 
and by foreign political interference. 
Cuba’s chief industries w-ero growing 
in spite of the drain upou her before 
the present Avar began, for in 1S94 her 
total production of sugar w asl,054,214 
tons, an increaso of 238,320 tons over | 
the preceding year. 


The natural resources of Cuba are 
infinite, one may say, in variety. 
Of 
her area only 10 per cdnt. is under 
cultivation, 7 percent, isnotreclaimed, 
and 4 per cent, is under forests. Great 
tracts of the island are practically un­ 
explored. 
She had in 1894 a popula­ 
tion of a little more than 1,500,000. 
Of these nearly one-third have been 
starved to death during the present 
war. 
£ uka could support in plenty a 
population of 10,00(5,000. 
Her for­ 
ests are stocked with tho finest wood 
in the world—wood, several species of 
which are as hard as iron, turning the 
edge of the axe, and remaining imper­ 
ishable under water. There are found 
woods invaluable for the dye industry, 
ebony, cedar, fustic, lancewood, ma­ 
hogany, rosewood, jocuma, acana and 
many others. 
There are fifty varie­ 
ties of palm. 
Her fruits are valuable 
and little cultivated. 
The climate is 
admirably suited for tho olive; and the 
orange, the lemon, the pineajjple and 
the banana are indigenous. 


The mineral resources of the island 
are great, yet tho mineral industries 
are in their infancy. 
Almost all the 
metals are found in Cuba.

It 
ia true that coal is yet undiscovered, 
but under a free republic capital would 
flow into the island, and there is no 
doubt that true coal would soon be 
found to replace the bitumen that is 
now used, and which is found in springs 
and mines in great quantities, 


Cuba is rich in marble, awaiting 
the capital of the speculator. 
Great 
deposits of this rock are found, and in 
the Isle of Pines there is marine of a 
quality as fine as the best of that ma­ 
terial used by the sculptor, * Beau­ 
tifully colored marble and jasper are 
common. 
On the coasts are iuAmense 
deposits of rook salt, and there are 
also unlimited quantities of the purest 
white sand, capable of being convert­ 
ed into line earthenware. 
Even the 
illustrious Humboldt was amazed at 
the richness and variety of the mineral 
wealth of Cuba, 
How much of this 
wealth has been utilized may be gath­ 
ered from the fait that at the end of 
layl the total number of mining titles 
iasued in Santiago district was 296. 
Of these 138 were iron, 88 manganese, 
and 55 copper, 


As a pastoral country Cuba was 
more productive a century ago than 
she is now, but her pastures are broad 
aud rich, and the possibilities are ua« 


limited. Cuba, with her grand natural 
pastures, was just beginning to raise 
fine Durham and Devonshire stock 
when the ten-year war desolated the 
country, and put $ stop to tho indus­ 
try, 
The millions of acres of free 
laud in Cuba are ready for tho agricul­ 
turist,tho cattle, sheep and hog raisor, 
the cotton and fruit grower, the miner 
and tho reducing plant, and oven foi 
the silk grower and manufacturer. 
The mulberry tree grows to perfection 
in the island. 
Silkworms, according 
to Dr. Auber, are more prolific and 
productivo in Cuba, than in any other 
country on tho faco of the globe. Here 
is a land prepared to yield up utilities 
that will add immeasurably to the 
happiness of the world; waiting to 
blossom into a garden, afrd to swarm 
with population; to develop almost 
every art of peace; to be converted 
into an industrial microcosm in the 
macrocosm of tho world at large. 
Cuba is waiting tho hour wheu the 
capitalist, assured of peace and unin­ 
terrupted growth, may safely enter 
and reap the harvest which nature has 
prepared for man in the misruled, 
throttled and neglected Pearl of the 
Antilles.—Chicago Times-Herald.

Latta, of Philadelphia; Judge of Supe­ 
rior Court, William Porter, of Phila­ 
delphia; for Congress-at Large, Galu- 
sha A. Grow, of Susquehanna, and 
Samuel A. Davenport, of Erie. 


Col. Stone was nominated on the 
first ballot by a majority of 35 over C. 
W. Stone, John Wanamaker having 
w;thdrawn from the contest. 


A rather hopeful sign of the times 
was presented by the House of Repre­ 
sentatives, Washington. 
It was the 
passage, by vote of 184 yeas to 11 
nays, of a resolution proposing an 
amendment to the constitution making 
a direct vote of the people alone in the 
method of electing United States Sen­ 
ators. 
The open bribery and scanda­ 
lous methods exhibited in Ohio last 
autumn have aroused every honest 
citizen to the necessity of an early 
«hange, such as proposed by the reso* 
lution above referred to. 


There was no pretence of competi­ 
tion in the bids submitted bv the 
Carnegie Steel Co., and the Bethlehem 
Steel Co., for making the armor for 
the battleships Alabama, Illinois, and 
Wisconsin, now under construction. 
The bids were for the full limit author­ 
ized by Congress to be paid—$400 a 
ton. 
The Carnegie Co. bid for the 
armor of the Wisconsin; the Bethle­ 
hem Co. put in an exact duplicate for 
the armor of the Alabama, and they 
put in bids for equal portions of the 
armor for the Illinois. 
The bids of 
both stipulate that delivery of the ar­ 
mor shall begin next December and 
be completed within one year. 
That 
will make it well into 1900 before the 
ships can be finished. 


Half Ton Shot For Sampson. 


On a rush telegram from Washing­ 
ton the Carpenter Steel Works at 
Reading, late Saturday night sent 150 
thirteen-inch projectiles, destined for 
Sampson’s fleet. 
These weigh 1200 
pounds each and will go through a n y 
thing Spanish afloat. 
Eight hundred 
projectiles of somewhat smaller size 
went to San Francisco for Dewey at 
Manilla. 
The thirteen-inch projectiles 
are popularly known here as “ McKin­ 
ley’s peacemakers.” * 


Boiling Water W ithout Fire. 


It is possible to make a pail of water 
boil without putting it on the fire and 
without applying external heat to it in 
any way. 
In fact, you can make a 
pail of water boil by simply stirring it 
with a wooden paddle. 
The feat was 
recently performed in the physical 
laboratory of Johns Hopkins Univer­ 
sity, in Baltimore, Md., and any one 
may do it with a little trouble and per­ 
severance. 
All you have to do is to 
place your water m a pail— it may be 
ice water if necessary—and stir it with 
a wooden paddle. 
If you keep at it 
long enough it will certainly boil. 
Five hours of constant and rapid stir­ 
ring arc sufficient to perform the feat 
successfully. 
The water will, alter a 
time, grow warm, and then it will 
grow hot—so hot, in fact, that you can 
not hold your hand in it, and finally 
it will boil. 
Prof. Ames, of Johns 
Hopkins, annually illustrates some of 
the phenomena of heat by having one 
ol his students perform the trick in 
frout of his class. 
It is a tiresome job, 
but it is perfectly feasible.

Mules Drop Into a Chasm. 


On last Monday morning while Milton 
Sultzbaugh’s hired man was plowing in a 
field in Hellam township, York county, 
the offside mule suddenly broke through 
the ground with his hind legs. 
All ef­

and with every effort he sank deeper. 
The driver unfastened the traces of both 
mules and just as he had finished was 
horrified to see the ground underneath 
both mules give way, dropping them into 
a chasm fifteen feet deep with about six 
feet of water at the bottom.

Death of Henry L. (Jitt. 


Our citizens were sorrow stricken oil 
Saturday evening when it became known 
that Mr. Henry L. Gitt, one of our aged 
and most highly rcspccted citizens had 
died at 4.30 o’clock, at his home on 
Philadelphia street, from the cilects of 
catarrh of the bladder. 


Mr. Gitt had been complaining for 
about two years ; his failing health was 
prcceptible for fully a month, but ho was 
not at any time confined to his bed or 
tho house. 


On the morning of Juno 
1st, he 
became very ill and was obliged to take 
his bed, and on Friday, Juno 3rd, Dr. J.

GRAVE OF PATRICK HENRY. 


Not in Richmond» but in Charlotte, Wliero 
IIo Llvod-O no Lino on Ills Tomb. 
Every now and then we see in some 
newspaper tho query : “ Where is Pat­ 
rick Henry buried?” and tourists in 
Richmond, Va., constantly ask to be 
shown his grave, with the mistaken 
idea that it is in that city, where much 
of his public career was passed. 
Few 
people, comparatively, know that the 
man who acquired the title of “ The 
Tongue of the Revolution” lies in a 
quiet grave on the estate in Charlotte 
county where he formerly lived. Over 
him is a marble slab inscribed with 
the ono line: “ His Fame His Best 
Eptaph,” 


The estate lies on the Staunton 
river, thirty-eight miles from the town 
of Lynchburg, linear the border line 
which separates Charlotte and Camp­ 
bell couuties. 
It derived its name of 
Red Hill from the peculiar color of the 
soil in that vicinity. 
When Patrick 
Henry bought the place it comprised 
about 3500 acres. 
The land is rich— 
there was a saying in the neighbor­ 
hood that poor land and Henry could 
never be mentioned together—corn 
grows there as high as aman on horse­ 
back ;. there is a general air of smiling 
fields and abundant prosperity. 
Its 
situation in early times was very re­ 
mote. 
Neighbors were few, one of the 
nearest being the celebrated John 
Randolph of Roanoke, who lived in 
his chosen solitude fifteen miles away. 


Red Hill is now owned by Henry’s 
grandfather, William Wirt Henry, a 
clever, cultivated gentleman of the 
“ old school.” 
He has in his posses­ 
sion some most interesting relics of his 
celebrated grandfather, including the 
desk he always used, which still con­ 
tains his letters from Lafayette, Wash­ 
ington, Madison, and other great men 
of early days ; the large, round-backed 
chair in which Patrick Henry died, and 
a portrait of him by the elder Sully, 
under which hangs a yellowed slip of 
paper signed by Chief Justice John 
Marshall and several others of his 
friends, testifying to the faithfulness 
of the likeness.—Philadelphia Press.

ciently equipped for field work t l i ^ 
any soldier in Europe. 


THE NEW BOY. 


Prince o f W ales' D inner Table, 


Good taste reigns over all the ar­ 
rangements. 
Thus the tablecloths 
are severely plain, though of the finest 
quality, and simply worked with the 
royal arms—the rose, the thistle, and 
the shamrock—while the table nap­ 
kins are invariably folded into a small 
square to hold the bread, and never in 
the fancy shapes in vogue elsewhere. 
To each guest two forks, and no more, 
are provided, and these are placed 
prongs downward. 
In addition, there 
are one large tablespoon and one large 
knife, for in no 'circumstance are two 
knives together given to any guest. 


A great many reasons have been as­ 
signed for this rule, but apparently 
no ono has summoned up the courage 
to ask their royal host and hostess. 
It has been asserted that his Royal 
Highness has the old-fashioned dislike 
of seeing knives inadvertently crossed. 
Small water bottles are used, but the 
Princess holds to the Hanoverian hab­ 
it of never having finger bowls. 


At Marlborough house dinner be­ 
gins at 8.45 o’clock, and is never al­ 
lowed to last much more than an hour, 


General Nelson A. Miles has recent­ 
ly been contemplating radical changes 
in tho uniform and accouterment of 
the regular army. 


Tho present regulation accouter­ 
ment of the United States army pri­ 
vate is a knapsack,haversack,canteen, 
meat ration can, knife, fork* spoon, 
tin cup, cartridge belt, bayonet case, 
a woolen blanket and a rubber blan­ 
ket. 
His clothing, for fatigue or field 
work, consists of a suit of underclothes, 
regulation light blue trousers, dark 
blue fatigue coat, and the campaign 
slouch hat. 
In stormy weather lie 
may wear short leggings, and in win­ 
ter the regulation 
overcoat. 
His 
clothing is excessively plain, and does 
not show a single unnecessary brass 
button. 
The only chance of military 
ostentation that a private has, is in 
the acquisition of the half-inch “ ser­ 
vice” stripe on his coat sleeve, given 
to him as a badge of honor after five 
years of service. 
In his full dress 
clothes the private becomes quite a 
thing to be admired, but dressed in 
his ordinary costume he is the plain­ 
est soldier in the world. 


General Miles has imbibed abroad 
some ideas w’hich, if approved by the 
secretary of war, may make the Amer­ 
ican soldier a dandy, and yet not de­ 
tract from his fighting abilities. 
Sec­ 
retary Alger, it is said by army men, 
expressed himself well pleased with 
the resplendent uniform in which 
General Miles recently made his ap­ 
pearance at a Washington function: 
and the outcome may be that a little 
of the military ostentation which the 
general commanding the army assumes, 
will go toward relieving the rather 
severe plainness of the private sol­ 
dier’s regimentals. 


In the matter of gorgeous uniform 
England probably leads the fighting 
nations of Europe. 
France comes 
next, with blue and red; Germany 
falls in third, with an array of brass 
buttons, and Russia is the plainest of 
all. 


The most heavily burdened soldier 
appears to be the French infantry pri­ 
vate. 
Dressed in a double-breasted 
tail coat and wide trousers, a tower­ 
ing knapsack strapped on his shoul­ 
ders, a blanket tied around the knap­ 
sack, and a cooking outfit over the 
blanket, the French private gives the 
impression of a well-victualed and 
W’ell-equipped 
infantryman starting 
out on a five years* campaign. French 
soldiers wear light gaiters and the 
regulation French army cap. 


It is doubtful whether the United 
States would ever adopt anything like 
the clumsy helmet of the German 
army for campaign wear, or the heavy 
boots and superfluous clothing of tho 
Austrian, German and French sol­ 
diers. 
I t might possibly adopt a dif­ 
ferent form of bayonet that could be 
used as a knife or a short swrord, and 
the cooking outfit could be improved 
upon by copying from the French. 


The recent adoption of a new for­ 
age cap and fatigue coat are steps in 
the new direction. 
The forage cap is 
a hideous contrivance with a low visor 
and a high crown, but it possesses the 
advantages of an all-round good ser­ 
vice cap, and, unlike the Grand Army 
cap, 
does not cause the baldness 
that is so prevalent in the army from 
the use of headgear that touches the 
crown of the head. 
It is now in use 
by the entire army, including officers, 
and by the marine corps. 


The new fatigue coat for tho army 
private is a reproduction of that used 
by naval officers. 
It extends only to 
the hips, has a stand-up collar, and is 
trimmed with a stripe of black braid

Now that so much is going forward, 
or imagined, in tho production of new 
types 
of 
humanity, 
the question 
naturally arises if anything can b« 
done with boys. 
They are such un­ 
questioned specimens of nature in the 
original package that tho mature mind 
would be apt to dismiss tho subject 
with the venerable remark that boys 
wrill be boys. 
But if the boy, in a 
general sense, remains the same from 
ago to age, he undoubtedly shows 
some 
variations, according to his 
trainings 
and surroundings. 
The 
American boy, for example, was never 
more ardently devoted to athletics 
than now, and he has made the pace 
very hot. 
While tho youth of Eng­ 
land spend two afternoons in a game 
of cricket, our young gladiators com­ 
press the fun into two hours of base­ 
ball, and, as for football, it is no 
longer, in order to speak of tho piping 
times of peace. 
Its victories, 
in 
academic circlos, are more renowned 
than war, audits casual ties, from their 
allovorisli damage,rathe? more serious 
than those of a warm brush between 
two army skirmish lines. 


But there are reformers devoted to 
the idea that boys can be improved in 
other than what are called masculine 
accomplishments. 
These 
sanguine 
jDersons are usually connected W’ith 
schools and experiment >vith theories 
backed up by authority. 
In Harlem, 
N. Y., a few weeks ago, the school 
board decreed that the boy pupils, as 
well as the girls, should be instructed 
in needlework. 
The situation wfts 
accepted by the boys, 
who seem to 
have been willing to find out what 
there was for them in a sewing circle 
with maidens of their own age. 
To 
be sure, the garments they produced 
looked like a grass ducking suit, which 
is cut out with a scythe and lapped 
together with cotton twine, but they 
stuck to their lessons, and some even 
insisted on studying at night. 
This 
made mischief. 
Their parents looked 
at them uneasily, as if they were not 
real boys. 
The parents finally rose iu 
revolt, and needlework is no longer 
taught the boys of Harlem. 


In one of the high schools in Cin­ 
cinnati ten boys have been enrolled 
to study cooking under a 3roung wom­ 
an who is a professional teacher of 
this noble form of chemistry, utilized 
three times a day.

In the Island of 
Barbadoes large 
{Quantities of a mineral have 
been 
Found which the natives call "manjak.” 
it is of a bright black color and occurs 
at a very slight depth, sometimes on 
¡the surface, iu beds one to two feet 
thick. It generally appears under an 
kingle of about 40 degrees, and in the 
Immediate vicinity of rock. It is pre­ 
sumed to be solidified petroleum, which 
is often seen there exuding from the 
earth or floating on the wator. In its 
composition this mineral is similar to 
the pitch of Trinidad, to the Gilsonite 
of Utah and the Canadian Albertite, 
but it is of a much better quality. The 
best, varieties of “manjak” contained 
2 per cent, of water, 70.85 per cent, of 
¡volatile organic substances, 20.07 per 
bent, of ditto solid ones and .18 pet 
Cent, of mineral parts. Trinidad pitch 
contains from 21 to 80 per cent, of wa* 
ter, and about 3S per cent, of ashes. 
Hence the manjak mineral is much 
richer in natural bitumen. It is used, 
among other purposes, for the insula­ 
tion of electrical conduits, for varnish, 
bituminous concrete and for fuel, mix­ 
ed with peat, etc. It may to some ex­ 
tent supplant gutta parcha as an in­ 
sulating medium.—Savannah News.

INTER-STATK COMMERCE LAW. 


It« DiiAdTtnt&g«« Discussed by Pmldea 
Inf alls of the Big Four. 


The injustice and disadvantages 
of 
the present Inter-State commerce laws 
both to the railroads and to the people 
Were ably set forth in a recent address 
by Mr. M. E. Ingalls, President of the 
Big Four and Chesapeake & Ohio rail­ 
roads. The occasion was the tenth an­ 
nual convention of Railroad Commis­ 
sioners held in Washington, May 10. 


Mr. Ingalls said that the railroads 
had reached a crisis, where something 
must be done to avoid disaster not 
only to the railroads but also to the 
material interests of the country. 


Since the enactment of the inter­ 
state commerce law in 18S7, some pro­ 
vision of that law has been constantly 
tinder consideration either by congress 
or the courts. Now it is admitted that 
state legislatures have control over the 
failroads with regard to local business 
and congress has power as regards in­ 
ter-state business. 


In reference to the control of States 
the Supreme court has Just decided 
that state control must be reasonable, 
find that rates cannot be reduced below 
a p'blnt where railroads can earn their 
expenses and a fair profit. 


In 1S97 it was decided by the Supreme 
court that the Sherman anti-trust law 
applied to the railroads contrary to the 
assertions of railroad men. Under the 
rulings of this law it was practically 
Impossible to make any arrangements 
for the maintenance 
of tariffs. The 
tariffs are now but little respected by 
the railroads. 
Private arrangements 
With large shippers will sooner or later 
utterly ruin 
the 
smaller 
traders. 
Many railroad managers are carrying 
freight far below cost. 


A -way must be found by which rail­ 
road tariffs can be maintained and the 
practice of secret rates and contracts 
discontinued.

The military provision cats which 
have hitherto been maintained by the 
German government at its provision 
stores and magazines for the destruc­ 
tion of mice, at an animal cost per cat 
of 18 marks, are to be dismissed from 
the service. 
It has been found by 
experiment that more mice and ratt 
can bo killed by the Loefller bacillus 
system of inoculating mice at a much 
smaller cost. 
By the Loeiiier system 
(which has been effectually tried* both 
on a large and small scale in agricul­ 
ture and in various public depart­ 
ments) solely by infecting some food 
placed for mice and rats with a cul­ 
ture of a certain bacillus, harmless to 
everything but those rodents, the lat­ 
ter, soon after eating of it, die, ami 
before doing so spread the infection 
among the other mice.

The public does not believe in the 
law and what is the result? Honest 
railroads see their business going to 
opposing lines; honest merchants are 
undersold by others who have no scru­ 
ples in making private contracts with 
railroads. Honest railroads and mer­ 
chants are thus compelled of necessity 
to break the law themselves or face 
certain ruin. 


Two changes should be made In the 
present laws to better the condition of 
affairs. 


First, 
the 
imprisonment 
clause 
should be stricken out and a fine of 
$5,000 imposed instead. The shipper 
should not be punished at all In his ef­ 
forts to secure low rates. 
Should you 
punish him you would not be able to 
secure his testimony. 


Second, railroads should be permit­ 
ted to contract with each other for the 
maintenance of rates and the division 
of business. These would legalize con­ 
tracts between railroad 
corporation. 
To-day such a contract would be con­ 
spiracy. 


There should be no friction between 
the interstate commerce laws and the 
railroads, but the commission?. should 
become the aid of the railroads. 


Unless some change Is made as has 
been indicated the small shippers will 
be extinguished, and a few men of 
large capital will control the entire 
merchandise business. 


A resolution of thanks was voted 
Mr. Ingalls for his address, and his 
suggestions were referred to a special
